Holiday travelers are packing their 


bags and heading out of town for the 
Christmas weekend. Many have al- 
ready left, and the big crunch js ex- 
pected to hit tonight and Friday night. 


"If it goes like any other Christmas 


past, 11 will be crowded and people 
should give ample time — maybe 
even more so this year because the 
holiday is on the weekend," said Art 
Jackson of American Airlines. 


Jackson said n big problem at 


O'Hare Is likely to be parking. "Park- 
ing spaces will be at a premium and 
so arrangements should be made for 
the party to wait outside if you are 
picking them up," he said. "If you are 
letting someone off, don't accompany 
them into the terminal." 


MAItC MICHAELSON of United 


Airlines suggested persons park in the 
outlying lots and take the airport's 
shuttle bus to the terminal. 


Pat Delia of Trans World Airlines 


said persons should pick up their 
plane tickets early, cither at a travel 
agency or an airline ticket office. 


Travelers can avoid long baggage 


lines by checking their bags with a 
skycap at the door, she said. 


All the airlines are asking travelers 


to arrive at the airport about 1'i

AT THE AIIIPOUT, crowds are ex- 


pected to be heavy right through 
Christmas Eve, but few persons ore 
expected to travel on the holiday it- 
self. 


Motorists this year should have an 


easier time leaving for their Christ- 
mas holiday, says Bob Heck of the 
Chicago Motor Club. "The exodus 
from the city will be spread over a 
longer period," he said.

Bell slow 
to devise 
bus plans 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Jimmy 


Carter's choice for attorney general 
was so cautious in enforcing southern 
school desegregation that as late as 
1971 the Supreme Court prodded him 
into devising effective busing plans tn 
fulfill the court's 1954 desegregation 
decision. • 


UPI obtained a list of more than 470 


opinions Griffin Bell wrote during his 
15 years on the 5th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals. A reading of more than 
100 cases, plus careful study of nearly 
30 desegregation and civil liberties 
cases, show: 


• Bell approved an Atlanta school 


desegregation plan offered in 1963, to 
comply with the Supreme Court's 1954 
decision, which would take an addi- 
tional 12 years to complete. 


• After the Supreme Court ruled in 


1968 that school desegregation must 
be speeded up, Bell attempted to com- 
ply and ordered busing, rather than 
"freedom of choice" transfers, in Jef- 
ferson County, Ala. But as recently as 
1971, the Supreme Court, in a unani- 
mous opinion by Chief Justice Warren 
E. Burger, said Bell's opinion approv- 
ing a desegregation plan for Mobile 
County, Ala., was inadequate. 


• Early in his career, Bell was re- 


versed twice by the Supreme Court 
for failing to go far enough in striking 
down Georgia election laws which did 
not meet the "one man, one vote" cri- 
teria of the 14th Amendment. 


• He was reversed by the high 


court in 1965 after holding the Georgia 
House could refuse to scat black legis- 
lator Julian Bond because he made 
statements against the Vietnam war. 
The justices ruled unanimously Bond 
had a First Amendment right to 
speak out. 


The study also showed he made a 


major ruling on constitutinal chal- 
lenge favorable to civil rights workers 
and another striking down a loyalty 
oath required of Georgia school teach- 
ers. 


If Bell is confirmed as attorney gen- 


eral, he will be the nation's top law 
enforcement officer. A major task will 
be to seek enforcement of civil rights 
and voting rights acts. The NAACP 
has condemned Bell's nomination on 
grounds he was lax in ordering full 
school desegregation. 


The decisions examined were those 


in whch Bell wrote the majority opin- 
ion for a three-judge appeals court 
panel or a three-judge district court 
when the constitutionality of state 
laws was at stake. The opinions do not 
include cases, probably numbering in 
the hundreds, in which Bell was a 
panel member but did not write the 
decision. 


In one decision, Bell gave southern

Why does It always seem to end the 


same? 


Numbing cold: gray skies blocking 


out the sun that had sparkled only an 
hour ago: the austere background of a 
concrete crosi; snow flakes beginning 
to fall. 


And now only the handful of mour- 


ners watching the casket being low- 
ered, the cemetery workers covering 
the plot. 


The hundreds who had stood along 


tilth Street in south suburban Worth, 
waiting for hours at Holy Sepulchre 
Cemetery In a stiffening winter wind, 
were gone. A hail hour before, the 
dignitaries, family and friends had 
left. too. the end to the somber rite of 
death concluded. 


ONLY THE FINAL task remained, 


the one which ultimately brings equal- 
ity to paupers and kings. 


Mayor Richard J. Daley had often 


spoke of himself as a common man, 
"just a kid from the stockyards." 
Now, 05 he was committed to the 
ground, it was the commoners who 
had stayed. 


Perhaps the finality of it chilled 


more than the biting wind. But the 
tributes that had come hours earlier 
reminded them that a legacy re- 
mained. 


And from the hundreds who had 


come to this Roman Catholic resting 
place, the silent tribute, enduring the

THEIR RANK was obvious. No lim- 


ousines here. Young children masked 
under scarves, teen-agers foolishly 
attired in unbuttoned coats, laborers 
shifting from foot to foot in futile at- 
tempts to stay warm, red-faced wom- 
en — these were the ones waiting. 


The cemetery entrance had been 


blocked. The Daleys had requested a 
private burial and no one begrudged 
the family its few last personal mo- 
ments with their patriarch. 


Instead, they watched from the 


roadway, the plot easily visible just to 
the cast of the entrance, marked by 
tuo large maroon-colored tents set up 
temporarily for the brief graveside 
rites. 


It had seemed an eternity waiting in 


the frigid temperatures until the mo-, 
torcade finally arrived at 12:40 p.m. 
But within 15 minutes the services 
had concluded, the limousines pulling 
away, the crowd of onlookers drifting 
apart.

idea of a tortuous death on a cross 
and subsequent resurrection," 1m 
said.

Politicians, who sometimes are 


accused 
of 
stuffing 
ballot 


boxes, arc busy filling the mail- 
man's pouch with cards and let- 
ters hoping the holiday greetings 
might put a few votes under their 
tree for use in the next election. 


With Christmas card lists that 


resemble phone books and cards 
of all descriptions, area public of- 
ficials are sending Christmas and 
holiday greetings to thousands of 
persons. 


"We sent out about 2,200 this 


year, only to our closest friends, 
of course," said State Rep. Eu- 
genia 
Chapman, 
D-Arlington 


Heights. In exchange, come untold 
hundreds of cards from politi- 
cians and constituents. 


GIFT GIVING, except in rare 


Instances, Is out for politicians. 
State Rep. Virginia B. Macdonald, 
R-Arlington Heights, said she has 
always made It a practice not to 
accept gifts from lobbyists or oth- 
ers related to her duties as a leg- 
islator. 


Mrs. Macdonald said she sends 


About 500 cards each year and 
gets several hundred in return. 


While the holiday greetings can 


sometimes be perfunctory mes- 
sages from other officials, Mrs. 
Macdonald said the cards and let- 
ters can be good ways to keep in 
touch with other political ac- 


• qualntanccs from throughout the 


state. 


"Of course it Is always nice to 


hear from the White House," she 
added. 


AN UNSCIENTIFIC RULE of 


thumb seems to suggest the larg- 
er the district the larger the 
Christmas card list. 


"We sent out at least 7,000 this 


year," said Earl Lewis, U.S. Rep. 
Philip M. Crane's administrative 
assistant. 


The 12th District Congressman's 


card combines the traditional red 
and green holiday colors with the 
official congressional seal. A full- 
color picture of Crane with a 
pocket calendar was enclosed. 


All of the public officials or 


aides questioned about the holiday 
mailing lists were quick to men- 
tion that taxpayers do not foot the 
bill for the cards. Most cither use 
left over campaign funds or their 
own money to finance their 
Christmas cards. • 


THERE ARE special cards that 


some area political figures wait 
for each Christmas. Mrs. Macdon- 
ald recalled the annual handmark 
greeting from Thomas Downs and 
his wife. 


Downs, an official of former 


Gov. William Stratton, and his 
wife try to combine a topical mes- 
sage, Republican themes and the 
holiday season all in one card. 


"This year we got an elephant 


flying like a trumpeting angel not- 
ing the GOP victories this year," 
Mrs. Macdonald said. 


Mrs. Chapman pointed to the 


annual greeting from Secretary of 
Stae Michael J. Hewlett. 


"THEY ALWAYS send a beau- 


tiful family picture with everyone 
smiling," she said. This year's 
card carried out the same theme, 
suggesting that even Howlctt's 
Nov. 2 defeat to Governor-elect 
James T. Thompson couldn't di- 
minish' the happiness of the holi- 
day season. 


The election produced another 


duty for Thompson who found 
himself and his wife expanding 
their greeting card list substan- 
tially. 


"There were hundreds," one

An aide to another newly elect-

Oil tanker wreck deliberate says caller 


NANTUCKET. Mass. (UPI) - The 


broken hulk of the tanker Argo Mer- 
chant was battered Into more pieces 
by stormy seas Wednesday, sending 
the rest of Its oil cargo Into the Atlan- 
tic, and the Coast Guard said the ship 
may have been deliberately run 
aground. 


The 400-foot bow section of the Lib- 


erlan ship, pummelcd by 40-knot 
winds and 15-foot seas, broke apart 
and dumped the final million gallons 
of the tanker's 7.6 million gallon thick 
industrial oil cargo into rich fishing 
grounds. 


A portion of the bow section, in- 


cluding tho pilot house, sank. 


The Coast Guard said it had re-

"HE STATED that the vessel was 


old and leaking and may have been 
deliberately beached, with the owner' 
knowledge," the Coast Guard said. 


It was not known If the caller was 


telling the truth, but the Coast Guard 
informed the government of Liberia, 
where the ship was registered. 


Roar Adm .William Bcnkcrt, chief 


of tho Coast Guard's Office of Mer- 
chant Marine Safety, said the tele- 
phone call was received at the Coast 
Guard office at Governor's Island, 
N.Y. The caller identified himself as 
cither "M. Lablr" or "M. Sabl." 


THE TANKER has been involved in 


at least 18 other high seas mishaps 
since 1964 including two previous 
groundings off the coast of Italy and 
off Borneo In 19C9 and 1971. 


The Coast Guard abandoned plans 


to board the hulk. But an official said 
the remains of the tanker will be tow- 
ed out to sea. The wreck, now In 
three parts, would not be bombed, the 
official said. 


Splotches of oil from the worst At- 


lantic Coast oil spill yet were seen 100 
miles from the site of the tanker. It 
has been wedged for a week on the 
Nnntuckct Shoals, 27 miles to tho 
southeast. 


"It looks like nothing else can bo 


done," Coast Guard spokesman Rich- 
ard Grlggs said. 


A RIVER OF oil snaked cast, touch- 


Ing a portion of Georges Bank, a 


ledge area so rich with fish that for- 
eign nations annually send scores of 
trawlers there. Ecologlsts feared the 
oil would contaminate spawning beds 
for haddock, cod and pollack, protein 
rich fish that begin reproduction dur- 
ing winter. 


Hundreds of sea birds, coated with 


oil and unable to fly, stood shivering 
on sandy resort beaches and waited to 
freeze to death. Federal and state 


health officials along the coast In- 
tensified dockslde inspections of fish 
and shellfish landed by commercial 
trawlers to ensure supplies were not 
contaminated.

mile offshore oil tracts next spring, 
Train said. 


"Not developing those resources 


means there are going to be more 
tankers coming in from offshore and 
that's the tradeoff," Train said.

The Law Enforcement Assistance 


Administration report urged states to 
think carefully before legalizing or 
decriminalizing "victimless crimes" 
such as gambling, drug use, prostitu- 
tion and pornography. 


"THERE IS insufficient evidence 


that legalization or decriminalizatlon 


of such crimes will materially reduce 
the income of organized crime," the 
report said. "On the contrary, evi- 
dence does exist that the elimination 
or reduction of legal restraints can 
encourage expansion of organized 
crime activities." 


The committee, chaired by New 


Jersey Gov. Brendan Byrne, recom- 
mended a scries of steps states can 
take to fight organized crime, in- 
cluding establishment of "organized 
crime intelligence" units at the state, 
regional and local levels. 


It also urged creation of statewide 


grand juries, witness immunity and 
protection statutes and election cam- 
. paign finance reforms.

FBI 
statistics 


showed there was an 8 per cent rise in 
over-all crime in the northeast, 2 per 
cent in the West and I per cent in the 
South. North-central states showed a 
decline of 1 per cent. 


Atty. Gen. Edward Lev! said while 


he was gratified at the drop in violent 
crimes, "We mustn't forget... crinw 
still remains an urgent national prob- 
lem." 


U.S. investigates alleged 
sale of Mexican babies 


MEXICO CITY (UPI) - 
Several 


government 
agencies 
Wednesday 


launched an investigation into the al- 
leged sale of Mexican babies to Amer- 
ican families by the Casa del Sur, a 
branch of Easter House Adoption 
Agency of Chicago. 


Health Secretariat officials, aided 


by members of the Federal Judicial 
Police and the Attorney General's Of- 
fice, began with an investigation of 
the administrative offices, including 
an audit of the Casa del Sur's fi- 
nances. 


The local Casa del Sur is a branch 


of Chicago's Easter House Adoption 
Agency, whose president is Seymour 
Kurtz, an attorney. 


IN AN INTERVIEW with UPI in 


Chicago last week, Seymour said he 
would bring Mexican-born, babies 
. across the border and place them 
with American families for a flat fee 
of $5,000. 


Kurtz' adoption agency is licensed 


by the Illinois Dept. of Children and 
Family Services. 


"Up until this minute we have no 


proof of wrong-doing," a spokesman 
for the Mexican investigative group 
said. "However, in case any irregula- 
rities or violations should be found the 
law will be applied with all its force." 


He added that a second Casa del 


Sur in Mexico, located in Ciudad Jua- 
rez on the Texas border, also is being 
investigated. 
' 


THE CASA DEL Sur, officials said, 


fulfilled all law obligations when es- 
tablished over three years ago in 
southern Mexico City. However, they 
said, there exists the possibility that 
there may have been some violations. 
. According to Casa del Sur adminis- 
trator Julia Irma Salinas, the mothers 
of babies who are given for adoption, 
voluntarily give up all claims to the 
child before a judge and public nota- 
ry. 


However, under Mexican law a 


mother, or the parents of a child, can- 
not renounce their children's rights 
voluntarily. Parents may lose such 
claim if denied by a judge or when 
either the father or the mother have 
committed two or more felonies, or if 
they are unable to support the child.

Radio telescopes linked 


University of Illinois astronomers, In cooperation with colleagues 


In Canada, have succeeded In linking two distant radio telescopes 
by a communications satellite and a computer delay circnlt. The 
technique could provide the equivalent of a telescope with the 
diameter of the whole earth and vastly improve methods of study- 
ing the size and shape of distant galaxies and quasars. 


It also could be used for geodetic sun c> Ing. including measure- 


ment of continental drift and for earthquake prediction. Illinois 
Professor George W. Swenson said. The experiment linked a rado 
telescope at the National Radio Astronomy Obesscrvntory in Green 
Bank. W Va. with one at the Algonquin Aadio Obcsrvatory in 
Ontario. Canada. 


Each of the Instruments reported its observations to a computer 


In Canada. But. since signals from tho West Virginia instrument 
took a quarter of a second longer to reach tho computer, the 
scientists had to devise a delay mechanism for their telescope 
which would permit simultaneous Input. That quarter-second hold 
on one signal, Swenson said, required a system with more than 10 
million transistors and two years of work.

Resumption 
of flu shots for 
elderly urged 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The gov- 


ernment's top doctor said Wednesday 
he Is urging a prompt public review of 
the pros and cons of partially resum- 
ing the swine flu immunization pro- 
gram and other flu ahots for the el- 
derly and chronically ill. 


Some private doctors and state 


health officials are demanding a re- 
sumption of flu shots for their "high' 
risk" elderly and 111 patients, said Dr. 
Theodore Cooper, assistant secretary , 
for health In the Health, Education 
and Welfare Dcpt. 


"Some decisions have to be made, 


and I would like that decision to be 
made promptly," he said Wednesday. 


COOPER SUSPENDED the con- 


troversial swine flu program last 
week after at least 58 persons who re- 
ceived the shots developed a some- 
times paralyzing condition known as 
G u 111 a I n-Barre syndrome. As of 
Wednesday morning, that number had 
risen to 97. 


Cooper sold, without his knowledge 


and in conflict with testimony he gave 
on Capitol Hill last Friday, the Na- 
tional Center for Disease Control in 
Atlanta advised against traditional 
Hong Kong flu shots as well when the 
swine flu program was suspended. 


The center included the Hong Kong 


flu vaccine because two persons who 
received It also got Gulllnln-Barre 
syndrome. 


Cooper blamed his unawareness on 


"a lapse in communication" and said 
ho later concurred In CDC's advice. 


CDC AND OTHER major govern- 


ment health agencies report to Coop- 
er, who also is ultimate head of the 
national flu immunization program 
and would make the decision whether 
to resume swine flu Inoculations. 


Cooper said he has urged the con- 


vening next week of a government im- 
munization advisory panel to "review 
the data openly and publicly" on the 
risks, If any, of flu immunizations and 
the risks of getting various types of 
flu. 


If any flu shots are resumed, the 


government would have to consider 
public distribution of vaccine through 
clinics as well as private Immuniza- 
tions in doctors' offices, he said. 


HEW spokesman John Blamphln 


noted earlier that the government 
runs the swine flu program, but has 
no role In buying or distributing the 
Hong Kong vaccine which traditional- 
ly Is purchased by private doctors 
from drug companies for elderly and 
chronically ill patients. 


BLAMI'HIN SAID Cooper may have 


been "uninformed" when he told Sen. 
Edward Kennedy, D-Mass., at an 
emergency hearing last Friday: "This 
suspension applies only to swine flu, 
not to any other immunization pro- 
gram. 


"Let me assure the American pub- 
lie," Cooper told that 
hearing, 


"there's no evidence of any kind to 
challenge the reliability, safety and 
importance of any of the other Immu- 
nization programs." 


Blamphin also described Hong Kong 


. flu shots as "on inconsequential part 
of influenza immunizations." 


The Type B-Hong Kong strain of flu 


virus is less virulent than swine flu 
and Type A strains but still repre- 
sents a threat to older and ill persons. 


Public health Investigators say they 


have not yet established any link be- 
tween Guillain-Barre syndrome and 
any of the flu shots.

Immediate probe 
of massacre urged 


Illack nationalist leader Joshua Nkomo Wednesday demanded an 


International inquiry Into the massacre Sunday of 27 black plant- 
ation workers, saying the killers could be mercenaries. The white 
Hhodeslan government responded that It also "would welcome an 
Immediate, on-the-spot investigation by the British or American 
governments Into the llonde Valley Tea Estate massacre." 


Nkomo called the slaylngs "ghastly" and said he doubted wheth- 


er regular Rhodeslan forces would commit such an atrocity. "The 
Important thing Is to discover who exactly killed these people. You 
arc told something, I am told something, and that Is all we know. 
We don't know who killed them," Nkomo said. "Only an Indepen- 
dent International Inquiry can get at the facts. It must be done, 
and quickly." 


Rhodesia plan over hurdle 


Sir Ivor Richard, chairman of the Geneva Rhodesia conference, 


said Wednesday he has gotten general approval In Washington of a 
proposal for a British presence In Rhodesia, and he will now seek 
(lie agreement of the black and white parties In Africa, Richard 
told a now* conference that Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
"expressed support" for a set of proposals, which, in effect, re- 
place Kissinger's five-point plan that got the Geneva conference 
started. 


The conference has stalled over several key poults in the Kissin- 


ger proposals. Including control of the ministries of Defense and 
Law and Order during the period of Interim government In Rho- 
desia. Richard said he also received statements of support for the 
British direct presence from several Important congressional 
voices on Africa. 


Israel eyes election dale 
Leaders of Israel's ruling Labor party met Wednesday with rep- , 


resentatlvcs of other factions In parliament to set a rtatr* for gener- 
al elections following Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin's surprise 
resignation. Political sources said opposition leader Mcnachem Be- 
gin was still trying to gather enough votes to win a mandate to 
head a caretaker government until the voting for a new parlia- 
ment expected In mid-May. 


But Defence minister Shimon Peres made clear in unofficial 


contacts that he had no Intention of splitting from Labor and 
Inking his supporters along to join such a nationalist-rightist coali- 
tion. Former Defense Minister Moshc Dayan sold he had no such 
contacts with Begin or his lieutenants and would pull out of the 
Uibor party only If It decided to negotiate unacceptable with- 
drawals from occupied territory on the West Bank of Jordan.

An 
interim report b.v a House consumer protection subcommittee said 
CDC. the federal health agency based In Atlanta, Ignored too long 
the possibility that a toxic agent was the killer which claimed the 
lives of 29 persons who attended on American Legion convention In 
Philadelphia last August. 


Led by Chairman John M. Murphy. D-N.Y., the subcommittee 


bunched its own Investigation and concluded that an unknown 
toxic substance was the 'cause. The Interim report said: "Each 
aNfnuc of exploration by the staff reflected CDC's Ineptitude and 
bungling of their Inquiry to detect the causative factor of the 
Philadelphia outbreak." 


The Inve«tlgators said it has been demonstrated "that the 


causal factor In the outbreak was of a toxic nature" and added 
"that CDC failed to implement a toxic substance Investigation In a 
timely manner Is Indeed unfortunate." 


Art dealer to face charges 
in murder of 300 Jeivs 


THE HAGUE, The Netherlands 


(UPI) — Dutch millionaire art dealer 
Pieter Menten, 78, arrived In Holland 
from Switzerland Wednesday accom- 
panied by two detectives and a male 
nurse to face charges of complicity in 
the World War II murder of 300 Polish 
Jews. 


The seven-member Swiss cabinet' 


voted only hours earlier to expel Men- 
ten, a onetime Nazi SS officer in occu- 
pied Poland, and return him to Hol- 
land. Menten had been arrested in a 
small hotel outeido Zurich on Doc. 6. 


A Dutch Justice Ministry spokes- 


man said the special plane carrying 
Menten, the detectives and nurse 
landed at Beck in southeastern Hol- 


land. He said Menten would be held in 
custody but would not say where he 
would be detained. 


Menten had disappeared from his 


villa near Amsterdam on Nov. IS, one 
day before he was to be arrested by 
Dutch police. 


Menten in 1951 served an eight- 


month prison term in Holland for col- 
laboration with the Nazis In Poland in 
1941 and 1M2, when he had the rank 
of an SS officer. 


Allegations against Menten in Hol- 


land claim he returned to his native 
country in 1W3 with three railroad 
cars full of valuable furniture and 
paintings.

PLAINS. Oa. tirpn - Griffin Bell, 


Jimmy Carter's nominee as attorney 
RCner.it. announced Wednesday he 
will resign his membership In all pri- 
vate clubs, saying his now Job needs 
to be "a symbol of equality." 


Bell is Carter's most controversial 


appointee thus far. Civil rights groups 
have attacked his civil rights deci- 
sions us a federal judge, particularly 
an Atlanta desegregation case in 
which he called for busing only as a 
last resort. 


One major criticism Is that he be- 


longed to private clubs which dis- 
criminate on the basis of race or reli- 
gion, Including the Piedmont Driving 
Club In Atlanta which has no blacks 
or Jow*. 


"WITH HESI'IXT TO my member- 


ship in private clubs. ! believe that 
the attorney general is a symbol of 
equality before the law and therefore 
I should and will resign my member- 
ship in all private clubs to which I 
now belong," Bell said in a statement 
issued through Carter's office. 


The statement was ixsucd shortly 


after Carter delivered a strong de- 
fense of Bell, saying the controversy 
would be "*hort'llved" and that the 
former federal appeals court judge 
would turn out to be the most popular 
member of hb Cabinet.

nKI.L ALSO WAS forthright In a 


1961 decision striking doun an oath 
demanded of all Georgia public school 
teachers barring Instruction of any 
theory "Inconsistent with the funda- 
mental principles of patriotism and 
high Ideals of Americanism." Bell 
said (he oath was too vague, requiring 
teachers to guess what was accept- 
able and what was not. 


The school 
desegregation 
cases 


were a mixed scries of victories and 
deleats (or the N'AACP and black par- 
ents seeking more rapid desegrega- 
tion of southern school districts. Bell 
generally granted blacks some addi- 
tional relief on appeal, but like many 
of his fellow circuit judges, was hesi- 
tant to modify substantially district 
court decisions In the area. 


Bell's trademark was caution, and 


by 1971 Burger complained that Bell's 
c o u r t 
gave "Inadequate consid- 


eration" to use of busing and other 
remedies In Mobile where a Bell-ap- 
proved plan left nine elementary 
schools segregated with 64 per cent of 
all Mobile area black students. 


In the I96J Atlanta case, Bell de- 


clined to modify a district court order 
permitting year-by-ycar school dese- 
gregation on a voluntary transfer 
basis beginning In the 12th grade. 


Civil rights lawyers appealed, and in 


1964 the Supreme Court vacated the 
order In light of new Information. But 
the justices noted nearly a decade had 
passed since school desegregation was 
struck down, and suggested speedier 
action.

officers not to do so. 


On the Air Force jet returning him 


from Mayor Richard Daley's funeral 
in Chicago, Carter told reporters he 
said he stood by the position that any 


such resignations would be voluntary. 


ANOTHER CRITICISM of Bell was 


for his support for Judge G. Hurrold 
Carsuell as a nominee for the Sup- 
reme Court. President Richard Nix- 
on's appointment of the federal judge 
from Florida was withdrawn in the 
face of a major attack In the Senate 
on his judicial and civil rights record. 


Bell acknowledged in his statement 


that he was mistaken In his news con- 
ference with Carter in saying he 
wrote his recommendation of Car- 
swell before he learned of a pro-segre- 
gation speech Carswell had made sev- 
eral years earlier. 


"It appears that 1 wrote the letter 


on Jan. 26, 1970," Bell said. "Accord- 
ing to news reports, this was several 
days after the account of his speech 
became public. 


"Thereafter, and shortly before the 


vote In the Senate on confirmation, I 
joined a group of judges at the 
request of Judge Carswell in sending 
a telegram reiterating the recommen- 
dation of him. 


"The letter of Jan. 26 as well as the 


letters of recommendation in prior 
years for other positions were written 
at the request of Judge Carswell, a 
law school classmate and friend."

Open field for Daley replacement 


The impact of Richard J. Da- 


ley's career, and the loss felt by 
many In his death, were reflected 
in the faces and in the number of 
those mourning him. 


Important people, including 


President-elect Jimmy Carter, 
attended Daley's funeral, but not 
before an estimated 50,000 per- 
sons — many simple working 
people — crowded past his cas- 
ket In the church that had also 
witnessed his baptism and mar- 
riage. 


The full impact of Daley's 


death will be difficult to mca- 
s u r e ; there arc many in- 
stitutions linked to him, and his 
roles varied with each. 


There are those who contend 


that all the political equations in 
Chicago, Cook County and Illi- 
nois will change with the passing 
of this legendary public figure. 


If nothing else, public officials 


no longer will be able to mask 
their actions behind the excuse 
that Daley's will was at work as 
mayor of Chicago or chairman 
of the powerful Cook County De- 
mocratic organization. 


In Chicago, the buses will con- 


tinue to run and the streets will 
be cleaned, but there will be 
those who wonder how well and 
for how long. 


If, as civic boosters claim, 


Chicago is the city that works, a 
substantial 
degree of credit 


must go to Daley. Even his 


harshest critics and political op- 
ponents muted their attacks long 
enough to offer praise. 


The death of Daley opens for 


some the chance for more pow- 
er, but docs not seem to offer an 
opportunity 
for 
substantial 


change in the quality of life in 
Chicago. 


Water needed by the suburbs 


to replace their dwindling under- 
ground supply will not flow more 
quickly from Lake Michigan 
through Chicago with Daley 
gone. Nor will the giant jets that 
rumble overhead operate more 
quietly. 


Any scramble for power that 


lies ahead will take place with- 


out the moderating presence of 
Daley or the knowledge of how 
he would have preferred the 
transition to take place. 


His death will remove, at least 


temporarily, the boogie man 
that some Republicans and inde- 
pendents found so easy a symbol 
to use. For the moment, there 
will be no big city boss to blame. 


The future form of govern- 


ment and politics in this region 
will undergo change, and while 
the horizon holds no image of a 
Daley-like boss to take charge, 
time will be the only real in- 
dicator of how dramatically and 
perceptibly things will change 
with the passing of Mayor Da- 
ley.

Similarly erratic service was 
discovered in other commu- 
nities. 


We hope Ryan's threat to re- 


voke the cab company's license 
does not have to be carried out.

service.

Ryan's statement, "I think the 
village and residents have an 
absolute right to expect good 
service. Any licensee is ex- 
pected to handle himself in a 
fashion that's acceptable to the 
community."

Washington window 
Marijuana reform: On the horizon?

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Unlike the 


1972 presidential campaign, the issue 
of the reform of marijuana laws was 
not a big issue In the recent cam- 
paign, nor, like the issue of amnesty, 
is it one the new administration is ex- 
pected to give a high priority. 


But advocates of marijuana law re- 


form — reform aimed at loosening the 
criminal penalties surrounding the 
private use of pot — believe they now 
have the ammunition to force a major 
change in the way marijuana 
is 


treated by the federal government. 


Under current federal law, mari- 


juana is classified as a "schedule 
one" dangerous drug with no known 
medical use and, like heroin, is a pro- 
hibited substance. 


The ammunition came in the form 


of a court decision in the District of 
Columbia where Robert Randall, a 28- 
year-old speech teacher, was ac- 
quitted on charges of possession of 
marijuana on the grounds that he had 


a medical and therefore legal necessi- 
ty for the drug. 


"The Randall case is the convincing 


piece of evidence that will force a 
rcclassificatlon of marijuana," says 
Keith Stroup, director of the National 
Organization for the Reform of Mari- 
juana Laws. 


NORML has been In the courts 


since 1972 arguing that the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare should hold reclassiflcatlon hear- 
ings. In early December they argued 
their £ase once again between the U. 
S. Court of Appeals In Washington us- 
ing the Randall precedent, and Stroup 
was confident the court would direct 
the hearings be held. 


Randall, buttressed by medical testi- 


mony, argued that he suffers from 
glaucoma — an eye disease that inevi- 
tably results hi blindness — but that 
smoking marijuana successfully re- 
tarded the advancement of the dis- 
ease. 


"There will be a serious effort to 


force the ^classification of marijuana 
this year," Stroup said, "either 
through administrative action, with 


the Drug Enforcement Administration 
acting, or through a congressional 
amendment if the DEA drags its feet 
too long." 


In reclassification, the reform advo- 


cates would like marijuana set as a 
schedule five drug — the equivalent of 
over-the-counter cough syrups — but 
would be happy with even a slightly 
tougher reclassification which would 
make the drug available by pre- 
scription for therapeutic use. 


"Equally important," says Slroup, 


"the issue of imagery has now been 
decided in our favor. People are 
awakened to the fact that marijuana 
is not the degenerative drug the prop- 
aganda has always said but that it 
may be a helpful drug." 


He said there would be decrlmlnali- 


z a t l o n l e g i s l a t i o n introduced 
in some 30-34 states after the first of 
the year and that Randall would be 
testifying In many of them. Eight 
states already have decriminalization 
laws which remove criminal penalties 
for possession of .small amounts of 
marijuana for private use. 


"It will be difficult for a legislator 


to keep sending young people to jail 
for doing the same thing Randall docs 
legally," he said. 


NORML has also been in touch with 


the President-elect Jimmy Carter's 
transition team, reminding them of 
Carter's campaign position favoring 
decriminalization and urging "that 
the Carter administration assume a 
leadership role in decriminalizing mi- 
nor marijuana offenses under federal 
law." 


While Stroup is confident that per- 


haps as many as half the states will 
have decriminalized marijuana by the 
1978 elections, he said "many states 
will not change their marijuana laws 
so long as the federal ... law re- 
mains as a model." 


"We are asking for an amendment 


to the federal law to remove mari- 
juana smokers from the jurisdiction 
of the federal law altogether," he 
said. 


Whether Carter acts or not, NORML 


Is confident that the turning point in 
marijuana reform has been reached 
and it's basically all down hill from 
here.

Ward's credit policy criticized 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In the first 


such action under a new law, the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission Wednesday 
accused Montgomery Ward and Co. of 
failing to tell unsuccessful credit ap- 
plicants why they were turned down.' 


The company refuses to give credit 


to 600,000 persons every year, one 
FTC official said. 


When persons ask why their appli- 


cations were rejected, they are told 
the company uses a point scoring sys- 
tem and they did not have enough 
points to qualify for credit. No specif- 
ic reasons — such as bad debts in the 
past or questionable credit ratings — 
are given, the agency said. 


The FTC said Wednesday's action is 


the first taken under the Equal Credit 


Opportunity Act, which went into ef- 
fect Oct. 28,1975. 


THE ACT FORBIDS discrimination 


by creditors such as banks, finance 
companies, department stores and 
firms that issue credit cards on the 
basis of sex or marital status. Con- 
troversial amendments to the act ear- 
lier this year require a company turn- 
ing down a credit applicant to state 
the specific reasons — not just give 
generalities. 


The FTC complaint said Montgom- 


ery Ward tells applicants it "uses a 
'credit risk evaluation system' that 
assigns points to various items ap- 
pearing on the credit application. 


"The (company) further states that 


the applicant's total point score failed 


to meet the ... 
minimum required 


point level, and, for this reason, the 
applicant's request for credit was re- 
jected." 


In addition to seeking a cease and 


desist order to halt the allegedly Ille- 


gal practice, the complaint would nv 
quire the company to tell rejected ap- 
plicants the four specific parts of its 
point formula that most significantly 
determined the reason they were 
turned down. 


Health-care cost controls 
urged by wage, price panel 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Presi- 


dent's Council on Wage and Price Sta- 
bility said Wednesday unless business 
and labor put controls on health-care 
costs, the price tag will continue to 
increase far faster than other factors 
in the general economy. 


The council reported on a year's in- 


vestigation that included extensive 
public hearings into ways of con- 
trolling medical costs. It concluded 
that doctors, hospitals and the federal 
government are not going to control 
costs because there is not enough in- 
centive to do so. 


In view of the experience so far 


with Mcdicaid and Medicare, a feder- 
al takeover of health care would bring 
medical costs o( "truly astronomical 
proportions," the council said. 


WILLIAM LILLEY III, acting coun- 


cil director, told reporters, "Simple 
answers are doomed to failure. The 
inflationary problems of the .health- 
care industry must be dealt with on. 
their own terms.".- < 


The'council said health-care costs 


have been going up at nearly twice, 
the rate of the consumer price Index. 


"Unless and until cost-control in- 


centives are introduced which will ex- 
ert discipline on the providers and 
consumers of health care, we can ex- 
pect only a continuation of the present 
cost spiral," the report said. 


"Cost-control incentives proposed 


by the private sector — that is, by 
industry and labor — promise to be 
more effective than those imposed by 
the multitude of government agencies 
which have attempted to tackle the 
problem. 


".. .A federal takeover would result 


in national expenditures of truly as- 
tronomical proportions." 


Examples cited by the council of ef- 


fective controls by industry and labor 
include forms of self-insurance, forms 
of health maintenance organizations 
a d a r e a w i d e health 
systems 


agencies. 


.A separate report by the Social Se- 


curity Administration said Wednesday 
personal health-care spending last 
year Increased by $17 billion over the 
previous year to a total of $139.3 bil- 
lion.

The Federal Communications Com- 


mission Wednesday suspended 
the 


fees It collects from everyone who 
needs on FCC license, including the 
7 4 million CB radio operators 


As of Jan 
I, applicants need not 


pay the H license fee, and the roughly 
10,000 radio and television station* 
and thousands of other licensees will 
not have to pay fees that range from 
$2 for a radiotelephone license to 
$77,500 to operate a television station 
in a top market. 


THE ACTION came In response to a 


U S. Court of Appeals decision lost 
week that the fee structure, first Im- 
posed In 1970 and revised last year, 
was Improper because It was not 
based on the actual coot of processing 
applications and did not fairly reflect 
benefits the user derives from having 
the license.

Germ warfare 
tests conducted 
in U. S. subways 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Army 


said Wednesday it conducted germ 
warfare tests in New York .subways, 
the Pentagon and six other American 
cities and regions between 1950 and 
1964 using "nondisoase-causlng biolo- 
gical substances." 


But on Army spokesman disputed a 


newspaper report that the tests may 
have cased minor epidemics of pneu- 
monia and a rare heart valve In- 
fection. He said the full reports of the 
experiments wore kept in vaults in 
Utah and no complete statement could 
bo made until they were studied. 


"This happened up to 25 year* 


ago," the spokesman said. The Long 
Island, N Y. newspaper Newsday said 
there was evidence linking some out- 
breaks of disease to the tests. 


THE TESTS ended In 1989 following 


a White House ban on offensive biolo- 
gical warfare and stockpiling. 


' The biological substances Involved 


In the tests were used as simulants 
for training and field evaluation to de- 
termine vulnerability to enemy biolo- 
glcal attack and adequacy of defense 
measures," the Army said. 


"The substances were routinely 


used at the Chemical Corps School for 
training students on biological sampl- 
ing and analysis procedures " 


The substances in the tests included 


bacillus globigil, serratia marcesccne 
and aspcrgillus fumlgatus. 


BACILLUS GLOBIGII and scrrntin 


mnrccsccno were described as "pre- 
sent throughout the environment and . 
.. considered not to cause disease " 


"However, for some individuals who 


lack a capability to develop immunity 
to most diseases serratia morcesccno 
could conceivably act as an op- 
portunist and produce an Infection," 
the statement said

Serratia marcescene was used In 


tests in 1950 In the San Francisco Bay 
area. The statement sold it was not 
believed to have any connection with 
an outbreak there from 1969 to 1974 of 
serratia marcesccne endocarditis, n 
rare heart valve disease. 


Nineteen cases of the disease were 


discovered In the bay area. 17 of them 
involving drug addicts and 14 of them 
fatal

the San Francisco General Hospital 
last >ear, "There is no way that pre- 
sently found organisms can be related 
to the trials. Our data indicates that

"My husband and I have no children 
and 1 think It's more Important that 
others be with their youngsters." 


Besides, she added, her Christmas 


day stint In the hospital has become 
traditional In their household. "My 
husband comes to the hospital at noon 
to eat with me," she said. "He ac- 
cepts the fact that I work on Christ- 
mas." 


CHRISTMAS SPIRIT also comes 


into play, Bcv said. 


"For 
some here it's 
their last 


Christmas. They appreciate the fact 
that someone Is with them. We try to 
cheer patients up and make the day 
as pleasant as possible. And Isn't that. 
what Christmas is all about?" 


But back in the emergency ward, 


Christmas is not just cheering up 
people. It's also Hong Kong flu and 
drunks, according to nurse Pot Riggs, 
Hoffman Estates. 


She jokes that she has worked for 13 


Christmas Eves because "I like to see 
the Santo Clans and his green elf." 
(The Rolling Meadows Jaycecs have 
been playing Santa at Northwest Com- 
munity for years.) 


ACTUALLY Pat works on Christ-

Several years ago, 
when an epidemic of Hong Kong flu 
hit the Northwest suburbs, the ward 
was flooded with feverish persons who 
wanted a miracle cure so they could 
enjoy Christmas, Pat laughed. "But 
usually the people who come in have 
a serious problem." 


Regardless of how Pat's night In the 


emergency room goes, It's traditional 
for her to catch the midnight service ' 
at her church afterwards. This year, 
she said proudly, her daughter is also 
working in the hospital on Christmas 
Eve and they've already planned to 
attend church together. 


ALTHOUGH PAT and her daughter 


go to church after work because it en- 
hances their Christmas, some persons 
work holidays because they don't rec- 
ognize Dec. 25 as a holiday. 


Larry Johnson, a respiratory thera- 


pist, says Christmas Is just like any 
other day for him and his family be- 
cause as Jehovah Witnesses followers, 
they don't attach any special meaning 
to the day. (Their religion, a puritan, 
Christian one, maintains that there is 
no factual basis for celebrating Dec. 
25 as the date of Jesus' birth, he 
said.) 


So the reasons for wanting to work 


on Christmas may vary. It depends 
upon Individual beliefs, family tradi- 
tions and good will. Most agreed it 
would be different if they were not 
working in a hospital — pumping gas 
or waiting tables would not be enjoy- 
able for them on Christmas. 


"CHRISTMAS IS a relationship with

If you're golns to return a holiday 


gift you gave or received for refund 
or exchange, you should kr.ow the re- 
turn'cxchanao policy of the store 
where it was purchased. 


"Refunds and returns arc a privi- 


lege and not a right, despite what 
most people think," said James 
Baumhart of the Chicago Better Busi- 
ness Bureau. "And a simple question 
will tell you how liberal the store is 
about this privilege." 


Shoppers should inquire about the 


policies, advised Hugh Muncy of the 
Illinois Retailers Association. "And 
they should look for posted signs 
which state the store's policies. We 
have encouraged Mores to provide 
them." he said. 


POLICIES VARY from one store to 


the next. Muncy said. Some accept re- 
turns up to Christinas, some accept 
them up to a week after Christmas, 


and some retailers will refund any- 
time in the next year. Often a receipt 
is necessary' and occasionally stores 
refuse to refund money but will give a 
store credit for another item. 


"Pcopl: have to realize that it's im- 


possible for smaller businesses al- 
ways to give refunds and returns on 
all merchandise," Muncy continued. 
Inventor)' might be limited and lhe_ 
retailer would be stuck .with too ma>y* 
Items and little hope of selling all of 
them. This is especially true for ex- 
pensive items like jewelry, cars, fur 
coats and stereo sets, he explained. 


"That's why most (smaller) stores 


prefer to give a credit In the store and 
do not simply take the merchandise 
bock and return the money," he said. 


MOST OP THE larger store chains 


have a flat exchange for items pur- 
. chased in any of their stores, accord- 
ing to a J. C. Penney spokesman. 
There Is usually no time limit and no 


receipt h required for anything la- 
beled with the store brand, he said. 


"But it's more difficult to return

Levis. or Bobbie Brooks) since with- 
out the receipt those items could be 
purchased from any store in the coun- 
try," he noted. . 


knowing refund and return 


policies .in stores where you shop, it's 
also smart to find out who is respon- 


• sible if something is wrong with the 
merchandise, Baumhart said. 


"WILL THE STORE give you the 


missing parts in a do-it-yourself kit? 
Will they give you a whole new kit? 
Or will you have to send to the manu- 
facturing company for parts and re- 
pairs? These ore important things to 
know," he said. 


Besides knowing who is responsible 


for faulty merchandise, it is also wise 
for the consumer to find out who han- 
dles store problems, according to the 


J. C. Penney spokesman. "In some 
stores, only the management can 
handle returns and complaints. It 
wouldn't do much good to yell at a 
salesperson," he commented. 


The most effective course of action 


to take when complaining is to talk 
and write to the store management, 
according to Muncy. If that doesn't 
help, a call to the Better Business Bu- 
reau or the Consumer's Advocate Of- • 
flee might elicit a response. Eventual-", 
ly, a lawyer and a trip to court might 
be in order.

A UPI investigation into the murky 


world of private adoptions shows 
there are thousands of Cathys and 
Marcias who bypass traditional adop- 
tion agencies to place — and in many 
instances, sell for profit — their un- 
wanted infants. 


Dozens of lawyers and doctors in 


large and small cities arc making 
money from these adoptions. Some 
arc reaping huge profits and some arc 
running afoul of the law. 


EXPERTS IN the adoption field es- 


timate 5,000 babies are sold for profit 
each year. Nationwide about 150,000 
children, of all ages arc adopted an- 
nually through private and public 
means. 


There are no federal statutes out- 


lawing baby sales, and the laws of the 
50 states are highly diverse. Loop- 
holes abound, and enforcement is lax. 


Often prosecutors, if they catch up 


with the baby-sellers at all, do so on 
technical violations. 


Officials in some states are de- 


manding tighter laws and stiffer pe- 
nalties, and prosecutors arc beginning 


i to crack down. Rep.' Henry Hyde, 


R-III., has proposed federal legislation 
to regulate private placements. 


IN NEW JERSEY, five lawyers and 


two other persons were charged with 
running a five-state baby ring. Tne 
Bergen County, N.J., prosecutor as- 
signed an Investigator full time to fer- 
ret out black market operators. 


In Washington, D.C., where babies 


born out of wedlock outnumber bibles 
born to married women, two lawyers 
and one doctor are charged with 
baby-selling. 


Authorities in Los Angeles broke up 


what they called the seeds of a world- 
wide baby ring that, 
prosecutors 


charged, would have netted disbarred 
attorney Ronald Silver-ton $3.3 million 
in two years. 


In an 18-month period, California 


health officials received 250 com- 
plaints of irregular placements by 
doctors and attorneys. 


AS 
A RESULT of UPI's 
in- 


vestigation into black market baby 
operations in California, health au- 
thorities acknowledged the problem 
was more serious than they had 
thought, and Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
Jr. proposed legislation making it a 
felony for arranging adoptions without 
a state license. 


The private adoption business — the 


illegal along wi!h the legal —.is thriv- 
ing because there are few healthy 
white babies available for adoption 
through traditional agencies. 


"The girl who has, quote, 'made a 


mistake' is now deciding to keep her 
child and raise it alone, or else she's 
having it aborted," said Lillian Sikes 
of the Children's Aid Society of New- 
York. 


Even Nevada prostitutes are being 


approached. Reno brothel owner Joe 
Conforte says two Oklahoma attor- 
neys offered up to $10,COO per child for 
babies produced by his prostitutes. He 
said, however, that because of the pill 
and easy abortions,

among his 30 to 35 girls arc "nonexis- 
tent."

Breast cysts need 
frequent attention 


I« ihrre any cure or treatment for (Ibrocyttlc disease of the 


lirranl brildcs surgery once or twice a year? My doctor says I 
have to learn lo live with It. I have a mammogram once a year 
and JiHt had surgery for a Urge mass of cysts from one breast 
that looked like gripes full of yellow fluid. The other breast has 
the same, hut the doctor said they were cjsllc so just keep a close 
watch on them. 


I want lo know what can he done and If there are any treat- 


ment* or should I change doctors. 


I» having the hreast removed the answer or not? I can't see 


going to the hospital once or twice a year for surgery. I would just 
at soon have both breasts removed If It will put a slop to these 
c>sllc formations. This Is making an emotional wreck of me. I am 
II. 


You hate a perplexing problem. However, as many as a third 


of adult women have flbrocystic disease (also called chorale mas- 
titis). The amount of difficulty depends upon the extent of the 
disease. The recurrent formation of cysts Is not dangerous al- 
though cysts can cause pain and tenderness. Symptoms are re- 
lieved some with a well-fitting brassiere and with the application 
of heat. A cyst or cysts can be drained with a needle. 


The Important point is establishing whether a woman has cysts 


In the breast or if there a definite nodule that Is not a cyst. If it Is 
a nodule the question of a malignancy of the breast must be settled. 


I hate to frighten you, but you may make\thc wrong decision If 


you don't have the right facts. Cancer of the breast is three to five 
limes as common in women with cystic mastitis. That is why your 
doctor Is wisely keeping such close track of you. It is not unusual 
to have a biopsy or removal of an area to be sure it Is a cyst and 
not a nodule. If the cyst can be drained and there is no residual 
lump, then one Is on safer grounds. 


IT IS WELL and good to say that the Important point is to tell 


easy In a breast that Is full of cysts. That Is why a woman with 
a lot of these should have a breast examination by her doctor 
every four to six months. 


Although there Is a lot of discussion currently on the value and 


danger of mammography, It Is used In cases such as yours be- 
cause of the high Incidence of cancer and the consequences if 
cancer Is not detected early. You should continue to rely on your 
doctor lo advise you on how often you should have such an exam- 
ination as It applies to your case. 


Some doctors arc now more In favor of a simple mastectomy In 


cases such as yours. It depends again on how much trouble It 
causes. In most cases, howvcr, a regular careful evaluation com- 
bined with self-examination will be adequate. In a woman with 
severe problems and with a family history of breast cancer the 
choice might be different. Talk It over with your doctor If you 
continue to need surgery and perhaps ask for a consultation with a 
specialist In fiynecology.

Like commodities In a free market,

But this 
makes it almost impossible to check 
records to see if the same attorneys 
and doctors are Involved In private 
adoptions of suspicious nature. 


But, more than anything else, what 


deters prosecution of black market 
baby operations Is the refusal of adop- 
tive parents to testify against lawyers 
or doctors out of fear they will lose 
their children or, at the least, expose 
them to publicity. 


New York state officials launched a 


major Investigation Into baby-selling, 
called it off because they could not 
convince adoptive parents to testify In 
open court, and then reopened It when 
UPI publicized the problem. 


In Gary, Ind., Vlcki Williams, a 


county welfare worker who conducts 
state-required home studies of adop- 
tive parents, has despaired of using 
normal channels to check out reports 
of profiteering by lawyers. 


"There's always talk that there's 


money going under the table," said 
Miss Williams. "I ask couples how 
much they're paying. The usual attor- 
ney's fee Is $500, but I think they're 
getting more. The attorneys know 
they can get more." 


"In Lake County," she said, "cor- 


ruption is just a way of life. If the 
attorney in an adoption proceeding 
knows a judge and they're buddies, he 
can get his way on anything and I 
don't think there's a prosecutor any- 
where who can break up that kind of 
arrangement." 


SHE SAID attorneys sometimes 


skirt adoption procedures by Instruct- 
ing adoptive parents to bring children 
home before the required home study. 
"We've gone in a couple times to fight 
adoptions and judges have told us, 
'Well, the child Is placed now, and it's 
too late for all that business anyway.' 


"At other times, adoptive mothers 


have refused to let us in to do home 
studies. They say their attorney told 
them not to let us in and they refer us 
to him. The mothers are afraid 
they're going to lose their baby. 
They're afraid of the attorneys." 


Most attorneys engaged in private 


adoptions say they are performing a 
valuable social service, providing 
care for natural mothers and finding 
homes for unwanted babies with par- 
ents who have the means to care for 
them. 


But, says Phil Tola, New York's so- 


cial services commissioner, there of- 
ten are "tragic hitches in the switch- 
es." 


"ONE OF THE unwritten rules of 


the black market adoption business Is 
that If a baby is born Imperfect, the 
deal Is off," said Tola. "The parents, 
can back out of the deal. But the natu- 
ral mother doesn'Uwant the kid, and 
the lawyer who got the fee for a'rrang- 
ing the adoption sure as hell won't 
take care of him. 
- 


"There was one girl from the Mid- 


west who came to New York to have 
her baby, at the advice of an attorney 
who planned to sell it," Tola said. 
"The girl got all the proper consid- 
erations during her pregnancy — a 
nice place to stay, food, clothes, 
spending money. 


"But then the child was born with a 


birth defect, and the deal was off. The 
attorney wouldn't give her any money 
to go home, the adoptive parents 
wouldn't accept the child, and the girl 
didn't want the child." 


Tola's face hardened. "That child is 


a ward of the state now." 


Simulated sunshine 
turns aniftials on 


Independent researchers have dis- 


covered that the quality of light has a 
great deal to do with the quality of 
living — Including an animal's appe- 
tite for the basics of life. 


Jozsof Laszlo of the Heptlle Depart- 


ment of the Houston Zoological Gar- 
dens used this information and some 
full-spectrum Vita-Lite fluorescent 
lights, man's closest simulation of 
sunlight, to turn a fasting viper on — 
to food.

escent lights had five times fewer 
dental cavities when the lights were 
full spectrum. (UPI) 


NOR DO THE middlemen care 


about the biological mother, says Bill 
Meson, who Investigated Illegal adop- 
tions for the Child Welfare League. 
' "These Intermediaries — doctors 


and lawyers — don't really care about 
the biological mother," said Mesan. 
"The natural mother Is getting pinned 
to the wall just like the adoptive par- 
ents. Most of these mothers are teen- 
agers — 15, 16, 17 years old — who 
are pregnant and who don't know 
what's going to happen to them. 


"The Intermediaries offer a solu- 


tion, maybe not the best solution, but 
a solution nonetheless, and these poor 
kids go for It." 


Today, said Mesan, any woman 


with an unwanted pregnancy is con- 
sidered fair game.

The care of a polnsettla Is relatively 


easy: A bright window, two to three 
hours of sunlight a day and a house 
temperature of 65 to 72 with some 
added humidity will suit the polnsettla 
just fine. Polnsettlas like a uniformly 
moist soil. Too much or too little wa- 
ter will cause leaf drop and yellowing. 
Allowing enough water to drain 
through the soil so that an ounce or 
two comes out the drainage hole will 
Insure thorough watering about twice 
a week; To prolong bloom, polnsettlas 
should be protected against damaging 
cold drafts, hot air registers and heat 
from the top of the TV set.

Hallmark - theater with good taste

NEW YORK (UPI) - Christmas 


< Eve marks the the 25th anniversary 
of the television premiere of the Hall- 
mark Hall of Fame's production of 
the Gian-Carlo Menotti opera "Amahl 
and the Night Visitors." 


Prime-time opera seems unimagi- 


nable today when most television is 
conceived with the Idea of attracting 
the largest possible audience — and 
therefore the highest possible fees 
from sponsors Interested in reaching 
the most persons. 


Sponsors interested in image-build- 


ing via quality shows, even if they can 
afford the astronomical costs of single 
sponsorship, have difficulty finding 
them. Even 15 years ago, advertising 
agencies for giant corporations such 


as U.S. Steel and 3M had to struggle 
to find shows that would provide a ve- 
hicle for institutional, as opposed to 
product, advertising. 


TODAY THE usual outlet for such 


'spending is public television, where 
the oil companies and other sponsors 
can underwrite programing without a 
network breathing down their neck, 
worrying about Nielsen ratings, leads 
In and leads out. 


Weekly single sponsorship drama 


has become a thing of the past, but 
one company has stuck to the com- 
mercial networks, hoping to boost 
both image and sales with quality 
drama — Hallmark's Hall of Fame 
series of dramas continues, still offer- 
ing drama but now with less emphasis 
on Shakespeare and the classics. 


The Hall of Fame began as a week- 


ly program of half-hour and hour-long 
dramas, but since the end of the 1953- 
54 television season, It has been re- 
duced to five or six shows a year on 
NBC — always NBC. The dramas 
have ranged from the April 26, 1993, 
production of "Hamlet," with Maurice 
Evans, to this year's Dec. 12 "Peter 
Pan" starring Danny Kaye. 


That "Hamlet," Incidentally, was 


television's first two-hour drama and 


_ its first full production of Shakes- 
' peare. 


The policy that subordinated num- 


bers to quality was originated by 
Joyce C. Hall, founder and board 
chairman of Hallmark Cards, when he 
said, "Good taste is good business. I* 
rather make eight million good im- 
pressions than 28 million bad ones."

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No-waste community environment near

Solar energy and wind power used 


to bo considered part of the hippy cul- 
ture. Today they are just considered 
"hip." and soon they will be part ot 
everyday living. 


The arrival of alternative power, 


sources, however. Is Just the begin- 
ning of changes that will reshape the 
way people live, according to a group 
of students and faculty at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois Circle Campus. 


The group formed two years ago 


during the now almost forgotten ener- 
gy crisis and started planning a self- 
sufficient, ecologically sound commu- 
nity. The result is a plan of ECSOL - 
an ecological community with solar- 
ba'ed organic life-support system. 


"WK OOT Into the project right at 


the end of the energy crisis, to relieve 
nur fears really." said William S. 
flecker, assistant professor of art. 
"The more we did of.r research, the 
more enthusiastic we became that the 
alternatives that are available are 
perhaps more beneficial than our pre- 
sent system." 


The ECSOL community is proposed 
•i a "no-waste" environment, tied to- 
gether with solar energy, wind ener- 
gy, photoelectric cells and waste re- 
cycling. All buildings In the com- 
munity support energy producing 
equipment and thus contribute toward 
"repaying" the energy debt created 
from their construction and mainte- 
nance. 


Homes arc built with solar collec- 


tors. Each unit has earth Insulation 
and a rooftop garden for growing 
food. More than 80 per cent of the 
community's food Is to be grown, pro- 
cessed and eaten locally, saving con- 
siderably on fuel for transportation. 


Public buildings are designed pri- 


marily as utility buildings; with each 


having both solar collectors and wind 
generators. Each unit could support 
to family units In addition to the In- 
dustrial and commercial uses housed 
inside. 


TIIK KEV TO the concept is waste 


recycling which would provide fertili- 
zer and methane gas for fuel. This al- 
lows tho community to be self-suf- 
ficient cither as a community within a 
city or as an Independent rural com- 
munity. 


Becker said the plan sounds Ilka a 


fantasy but said similar communities 
already arc coming into existence in' 
places where energy Is both scarce 
and expensive. 


"There's a guy in Vermont who 


culls himself the first hippy devel- 
oper," Becker said, referring to the 
Nowfanc condominium project that 
has solar energy and will be phased 
Into windmills to provide electricity. 


"Within three months, these build- 


ings were totally occupied," Becker 
said. "There's a market there. There 
are people who want to be part of this 
new ecological living." 


IIECKEK SAID he doesn't expect 


an ECSOL community to spring up 
overnight. Ho said, however, there 
will be increasing incentives for es- 
tablishing such communities as ener- 
gy sources shrink and utility prices 
skyrocket. 


"Although a lot of this looks some- 


what novel, we arc putting together 
t h i n g s that have already been 
done," Becker noting that the use of 
earth insulation dates back to primi- 
tive times. 


Other parts of the community can 


be Implemented on a small, even an 
Individual basis. For example, solar 
energy is already available com- 
mercially and wind generators are 
starting to gain acceptance. 


In the area of waste treatment, 


ECSOL solar dwellings aligned as row housing Floor plans lake on U-shaped pattern around private central couits 


Divided rooftop garden as common insulator. 


Fire wall divides row house into party-wall plan with lacing-east 
and -west views for privacy- 


Connecting corridor between dwelling halves serves as low-heat 
entry/exit tone between kitchen/family loom and living room/ 
workroom areas. Upper surface of corridor serves as access deck 
and summer sun deck. 


Decker said anaerobic toilets are not 
yet approved for installation in houses 
in this area, and now must be used 
outside. The toilets, which produce a 
sterile chip that can be used for either 
fertilizer or fuel, have been In use in 
Europe for 10 or 15 years, 


DECKER, 
HUWEVEIt. said he 


doesn't think It will be long before 
building codes allow installation of 
anaerobic toilets, ".fust as the flush 


toilet came indoors, so I think will 
these," he said. 


The big difference between an EC- 


SOL community and today's living Is 
decentralization. ECSOL communities 
are designed to be self-sufficient. 
There are no large regional power 
plants, sewage treatment facilities or 
food producing areas. Instead of oper- 
ating by regions, everything Is scaled 
down to neighborhood size. 


Becker said that to make an ECSOL 


community work there will have to be 
a change in philosophy. For example, 
he said we will have to change our 
ideas about "waste being waste and 
not a resource." 


Moreover, Becker said every sys- 


tem from waste recycling to wind 
generators will have to be Integrated 
for most efficient use. 


"IT ALMOST doesn't matter what 


you are doing as long as you integrate 
it better," Becker said. 


That means that buildings con- 


structed today should be designed for 
adaptation to solar energy, wind pow- 
er and other energy-saving systems. 


"A lot of this can be built without 


solar Initially," Becker said, explain- 
ing that cost increases dramatically if 
plans have to be modified or build- 
ing redesigned. 
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Homeownership provides cushion against inflation

"A LOT OK things other than mar- 


ket appreciation can affect a home's 
selling price," Starck said. "Home 
Improvements, for Instance, can ci- 
ther add or detract from selling ap- 
peal, depending on how they're han- 
dled." 


Homownors concerned with their 


home's potential resale should keep 
the home in Up-top repair. Repaint 
when needed, replace garage doors, 


shutters, wooden steps. While these 
kinds of improvements may add little 
to a home's selling price, left undone, 
they put n home in the real estate 
market's bargain basement.

to appeal to potential buyers. Modern- 
ize kitchen and bathrooms^ Add a first 
floor powder room.

with other homes in the neighborhood. 
If your house has two bedrooms and 
all your neighbors have three or four, 
a room addition is likely to increase 
your home's resale value.

ation room. Few buyers today want to 
spend much time underground. 


• Consider a ground level family 


room and patio. Both are high de- 
mand items among shoppers 
for

neighborhood. The most 
important 


factors in determining any home's 
market value are the homes nearby. 


Swimming pools and tennis courts sel- 
dom fit into communities dominated 
by $30,000 bungalows, with^swing sets 
in the backyards.

Home, warranty program 
worth cost, survey shows 


Over TS per cent of the new homeowners questioned 


in a recent survey said they would ask about the hous- 
ing industry's insured buyer protection plan, the Home 
Owners Warranty (HOW), when purchasing their next 
house, and that the program's 10-year protection is 
wort hits cost. 


HOW is a combination warranty and Insurance pro- 


gram offered by participating builders on their new 
houses. It was created by the National Assn. of Home 
Builders (NAHB), a Washington D.C.-bascd trade asso- 
ciation representing 80,000 builder and related industry 
members. 


t'ndcr HOW. builders provide their home buyers with 


a one^car warranty on the workmanship and materials 
of the home and also warrant against major structural 
defects. During the second year of coverage. HOW 
homes are warranted against faults In the wiring, pip- 
Ing and duct work systems of the house and against 
major structural defects. During the first two years, the 
builder's warranty is injured by the American Bankers 
Insurance Company of Florida (ABIC). If for any rea- 
son the builder cannot or will not meet his warranty 
obligations. 


The home is further Insured against major structural 


defects for the next eight years by ABIC. During the 10- 
vear period, the coverage is transferable to subsequent 
owners of the home. The cost of HOW coverage is a 
one-time ft*, generally calculated at $2 per thousand of 
the home's idling price (minimum cost Is $50). The 
charge for condominiums Is slightly higher. The fee Is 
paid by the builder, and passed on to the fairer like 
other builder costs of doing business. 


The home owner survey was taken by the Ladies 


Home Journal's reader reaction, bureau In 10 cities. 
where HOW Is currently available to consumers, and 


studied a random sampling of home bikers who were 
the first owners of their homes and had lived in them 
for less than one year. The bureau conducts public atti- 
tude surveys for the magazine's editors and adverti- 
sers, and at the request of special groups within private 
Industry. 


The first part of the survey dealt with the buyers' 


attitudes toward owning new homes and the problems 
encountered with their new homes. One question In this 
part asked respondents how Important a builder's repu- 
tation is when considering the purchase of a house. 
Ninety-three per cent felt the builder's reputation Is 
Important. 


In the section dealing with HOW, 53 per cent of the 


respondents said they had heard of HOW or had HOW 
coverage on their new homes. Seventy-one per cent said 
that, In choosing between two comparable homes, one 
having HOW coverage and the other not having HOW 
protection. HOW would make a difference in their deci- 
sion of which house to buy. 


The respondents represented a cross-section of Amer- 


ican home bi'»vcrs. Two-fifths said that their home was 
valued between $40,000 and $60,000, while another quar- 
ter valued their home under $40,000. More than a fourth 
of the respondents reported an annual family income 
between $20,000 and $25,000 and almost a third were 
under $20,000. 


The survey was conducted among new home buyers 


in Buffalo, Atlanta, Tampa, Detroit, Chicago, St. Louis, 
Denver, Las Vegas, Seattle and San Diego. 


HOW Is currently available in 40 states through build- 


ers registered with 90 local and state HOW councils. 
More than 112,000 homes have been enrolled in the pro- 
gram by over 4,300 builders.

Real estate development next year

"AS I.ONO AS THE public realizes 


that houses arc still an excellent in- 
vestment, demand for single-family 
homes should continue strong," Baird 
»ald. "Builders are responding to the 
need for new homes and the market 
for existing homes Is virtually setting 
new records every month." 


Baird said there could even be a re- 


sumption of condominium building on 
a modc<t scale because (lie inventory 
of existing units has been fairly well 
absorbed. 


Me said rental housing is urgently 


needed, but building and operating 
outs are simply loo high to yield cur- 
rent rent levels. Rents will have to 
rise at least 25 per rent to attract de- 
velopers back Into the field, and that 
h unlikely In 1977, Baird said. 


A question mark is whether or not 


(he administration of President-Elect 
Jimmy Carter will lake steps to stim- 
ulate rental housing, Baird said. 


"ANY NEW PROGRAM Carter 


might recommend would have to go 
through Congress," he said, "so it's 
doubtful that any stimulus he might 
apply would have an effect next 
year." 


In Industrial real estate. Baird said 


buslncstmcn are committing for only 
wh«l they actually need now. They 
are reluctant to build, b\iy or rent 
anything they might need six months 
or a) car from now. 


"We think this caution will persist 


through 1977," he continued. "It is dif- 
ficult to see how any • fundamental 
change in government policy to en- 
courage building to expand could pro- 
duce results fast enough to alter this 
altitude." 


Whatever vacant Industrial property 


that now exists will be slowly ab- 
sorbed, "but we don't anticipate any 
major rash of new Industrial build- 
Ing," Baird said. 


THE SAME APPLIES to 
office 


building and leasing, he added, noting 
that while some authorities predict a 
tightening of office span In Chicago, 
there Is enough to go around for 1977. 


"The situation U not tight enough to 


net off a new office building boom 
such as we saw four or five years 
ago," Baird said.

If you put 
$5500 down on the cottage (of which 
jour children will be putting up 
$2500). and take out a 13->ear mort- 
gage — carrying you up to normal re- 
tirement time — the monthly princi- 
pal and interest would only be about 
$131 Your daughter's monthly rent of 
$150 would carry this comfortably — 
even taking taxes into account.

route which, in nin out of 10 cases, is 
just plain dumb 


The point Is NOT that they're pay- 


Ing out 8'i per cent and taking in 7 
per cent. In Ihe first place .Jhe tax 
deductibility of mortgage interest and 
real estate taxes would make in- 
vestment income and mortgage-pay- 
out about equal 


The real point Is that It Is dumb to 


pay off the entire cost of a home with 
1976 dollars when It should be obvious 
that Inflation Is a long way from being 
licked and that future dollars are 
going to be progressively cheaper. 


Dear Mr. Campbell: 
We are renting in a part of town 


that has been going downhill for the 
past couple of years. Our house has 
been broken into twice in the past 
nine months' The landlord says that 
there is nothing he can do about mak- 
ing the place safer for us and he has 
even refused to replace the broken 


windows that the crooks used to get 
in. What can we do about this? Mrs.

A. Not a blessed thing, I'm afraid. 


It isn't the landlord's responsibility to 
protect his tenants in this sort of a 
situation and, frankly, I don't think it 


should be — It's the responsibility of 
the authorities to make the neighbor- 
hood livable. The landlord, actually, is 
a bigger loser than you are: he's 
stuck with a piece of property that, if 
the present trend continues, he's not 
going to be able to give away.

It 1* definitely not a goal idea to 


turn off (he heat In a house that is 
occupied vear round When a house re- 
mains unhcnted during cold weather. 
It often resulUi In wallpaper loosening, 
suclllnR of floors, moisture seeping 
Into the woodwork, doors sticking, etc. 


Many other things con happen when 


heat b shut down. If you plan to be 
away for three months, lower your 
thcromostat to 53 or en degrees. In 
this way you will protect your house, 
and yet your heating bilU will not be 
so high. 


DEAR MR. MELTZER: I hired a 


local carpenter to install several new 
doors at my house. He installed a new 
front door, and then Installed three in- 
terior doors. The work took about two 
days. After he finished, he presented 
me with a large bill and left. 


When I Inspected the work. I no- 


ticed he put three hinges on the front 
door, but only two on the new inside 
doors he had installed. I think he is 
cheating me. If it took three hinges to 
do » Rnod, workmanlike job on the 
front door, why did he only put two 
hinges on the bedrooms? 


I told him I won't pay the bill unless 


M comes back and installs the extra 
hinge. Do you think I am doing the 
right thing? - UNHINGES.

nor doors are hollow. The number of 
hinges required Is truly governed by 
the weight of the door.

DEAR MR. MELTZER: We found a 


house we love, but haven't signed the 
agreement of sale yet. Here's the 
problem.

I think the lady of the house must 
have been very sloppy. The dish- 
washer is all hanged up. The sink has 
big cracks in It, etc. 


As I said, the owner agreed to reno- 


vate the kitchen, but refuses to Insert 
this clause in the agreement of sale. 
He drew himself up to his full height 
and very haughtily assured me that 
he is an honest man, and that I 
shouldn't insult his integrity by mak- 
ing such a suggestion. 


Shall we trust him, or shall we con- 


tinue to insist that everything be 
spelled out In the agreement of sale? 
- ARE WE SUSPICIOUS? 


An honest man, especially one with 


integrity, should have no objections to 
inserting a clause in the agreement of 
sale stating that he will make the 
kitchen renovations.

Don't sign the agreement until ev- 


erything is spelled out clearly and 
fully.

man who seemed very conservative, 
very well behaved and very consid- 
erate.

notice that he was leaving and I went 
up to inspect his apartment! He had 
painted the living room a solid black.

I consulted the painter I normally 


employ. He looked at the walls and 
said it would cost double to repaint it 
because of the black. I told the "cra- 
zy" tenant t would take (hat money 
from his escrow deposit. His reply 
was to threaten me. 


What recourse do I have? — UN- 


MEDITATING. 


Whenever an apartment is rented, it 


is clearly understood that the tenant 
will leave the apartment in the same 
condition he received it. If it will cost 
you more to have It returned to its 
original condition, you ari entitled to 
the money from the tenant. 


DEAR MR. MELTZER: For years 


wiJ have lived In our beautiful house 
and loved it. The only thing that had 
been a thorn' In our side was our base- 
ment. 


Everything down there was musty 


and mildewed, We, understandably, 
had always been reluctant to store 
anything down there. What puzzled us 
was that we never had a wet base- 
ment. Actually, It's very dry. 


Well, after talking with numerous 


people, we had heat installed in the 
basement. You guessed it! Now it's 
perfect. We can't understand why this 
made such a difference, since the 
basement was dry to begin with. — 
WHADDYA THINK?

Hall oi Fame selections 


always bring out prejudice 


NEW YORK (UPI) - What coo- 


Mitutw prejudice? People hear (he 
word and automatically associate it 
with race or religion. But prejudice 
can pertain to many other things. The 
general definition is 
preconceived 


Judgment or opinion, about anything, 
and in that context. I confess I'm guil- 
ty of prejudice every time I'm asked 
to vote for my selections for Base- 
ball's Hall of Fame. 


Now I know I'm not supposed to al- 


low my personal feelings to get in the 
way. All I'm being asked to do by the 
Ba.«coall Writers' Assn. of America is 
vote for anywhere from one to 10 can- 
didate* I fed should be elected, but 
how would it bo humanly possible for 
me or anybody else to vote (or anyone 
without this preconceived Judgment or 
opinion? 


Prejudice has come to be a dirty 


word but the truth is nobody really is 
completely free from It. Everybody is 
prejudiced in some way or another, to 
some degree, whether he admits it or 
not. 


WHEN IT COMES time to elect the 


President of the United States, do you 
vote for the man you like or tho man 
you don't like? I know what you're 
going to say: You're supposed to vote 
for the one you think will do the best 
Job, but nlro out of 10 times that turns 
out to bo the man you like, not the one 
you don't like. 


Whom do you chouse as a fnend? 


Tho individual you like, naturally. 
Whom do you marry? Certainly not 
the person you don't like. Personal 
experience, opinion and Judgment all 
contribute to tho way you feel about 
anybody or anything, and call It what 
you like, it's still prejudice of sorts. 


Put simply, I'm prejudiced in be- 


half of practically all M candidates 
eligible for tho 1977 Hall of Fame 
election. I've seen them all play base- 
ball, on good days and bad, and most 
of them are personal friends. Still I 
try not to let that influence me more 
than I can help.

dates I'm tempted to vote for. Men 
like Don Drysdole, George Kell, Mick- 
ey Vernon, Harvey Kuenn, Vic Wertz, 
Roger Marls, Bill White, Ted Klus- 
icwski, Elston Howard, Don Larsen, 
Walker Cooper, Alvin Dark, Dick 
Groat, Bobby Thomson, Richie Ash- 
burn, Catnilo Pascual and the lato Gil 
Hodges. 


Frankly, I'm tempted to vote for as 


many as I can, all of them if I could, 
but I won't because in my heart, as 
well as In my Judgment, I don't hon- 
estly believe they arc Hall of Famers. 
I could easily be wrong — I haven't 
made a mistake in the last 30 seconds 
— but this is my feeling and, I'm 
stuck with it. 


Those I feel should be elected to the 


Hall of Fame next month are Ernie

for. 


IT BOTHERS ME to leave off fine 


candidates like Kuenn, Vernon, Kell, 
Drysdalo and Hodges because I'm

The voting rules do not define what 


constitutes a 
legitimate 
Hall of 


Famcr. In one sense that's good be- 
cause It gives the voter ample latitude 
to exercise his Judgment. In another 
sense it's not good because some vot- 
ers feel they need more guidelines to 
make a proper Judgment. 


Emie Banks is one of those appear-, 


ing on the ballot this year for the first 
time. His 1,636 RBI total, more than 
any other candidate on the list, and 
the only other eligible who hit as 
many homers as he did is Eddie 
Mathcws. Both finished with 512. Only 
eight players have hit that many and 
five already aro in the Hall of Fame, 
so that gives you some idea of the 
achievement. Banks had 2,583 hits and 
Mathcws 2,315, and there is no ques- 
tion in my mind that both belong in 
Coopcrstown. 


NOBODY AMONG the present cll- 


giblcs had more base hits than Nellie 
Fox. He had 2,663. Would you believe 
ho had even more than Ted Williams? 
He did, but that's not the reason ho 
gets my vote. One of the reasons he 
docs is because ho got more out of his 
limited ability than any other ball- 
player I can think of. He modo him- 
self into a standout, the same way Ro- 
gers Homsby did. For years, every 
time you thought of the Chicago White 
Sox, you automatically thought of Nel- 
lie Fox. 


Tin records of Pee Weo Reese and 


Duke snider stand up to any in- 
spection. To appreciate them to their 
fullest, though, you had to see them 
play. What a treat you missed if you 
never did.

Age no handicap 
for 69-year-old 
Softball umpire

Some 42 years ago, Ed Krejcik de- 


cided to start umpiring baseball 
games "for the exercise." 


Now, at age 69, the DCS Plaincs 


resident is still calling '"em as he 
sees 'em" in scores of Softball games 
every summer. 


Recently honored as "Umpire of the 


Year," with an award sanctioned by 
the Umpires Protective Assn. of Chi- 
cago, Krejcik was picked from more 
than 300 Chicago metropolitan um- 
pires. 


"I DON'T KNOW how many games 


I've called through the years, but it's 
been plenty," said Krejcik, who re- 
tired in 1964 as a Chicago policeman, 
then later worked as a security guard. 
"I'm a fitness nut and umpiring is 
great therapy, both physically and 
mentally." 


His summer schedule begins in May

Prior to that, I tried to trade players 


for players."

He said he offered Kudi to Boston, 


New York, Milwaukee, California, 
Texas, and Cleveland. 
. ALL THESE offers were for play- 
ers, he said, and he could not make a 
deal. 


He said he negotiated with Richard 


O'Connell, Boston Red Sox general 
manager and executive vice presi- 
dent, offering him either Rudi or Fin- 
gers for Fred Lynn, star outfielder. 


"About two days before June 15, 


Mr. O'Connell told me he (Lynn) was 
definitely off the trading list," Finley 
said. "Finally he sold to me 'Would 
you be interested In selling Rudi?' I 
said 'yes ...'" 


FINLEY SAID he offered O'Connell 


either Rudi or Fingers for $1 million 
each or both for $2 million. O'Connell, 
he said, called him back and said he 
would take both of them.

Moore lands Illinois State job 


NORMAL, 111. (UPI) - Walter A. 


Moore, former offensive line coach at 
Notre Dame and Indiana University, 
Wednesday was named head football 
coach at Illinois State University 


Moore, 52, succeeds Gerry Hart, 


who resigned at tho end of last season 
after 5 years of coaching.

Moore couched 14 seasons in Ohio

Possessor of a B.A. from St. Jo- 


seph's College and an M.A. In Ameri- 
can history from Indiana U., Moore is 
married and the father of five. 


In Ohio, he was head coach at St. 


John's High school in Maria Stein, 
and at Marion Township. 


"When I begun to realize that I had 


a number of players who appeared to 
be playing out their options... it 
dawned on me I'd better start trading 
some of these unsigned players for 
other players," he said.

"MONEY TALKS" 
A 60-year-old couple 
bankrupt on *25,000 salary 


What do you tell a couple about 60 years 


of age, no children, who are deep in debt on 
an annual salary of $25,000? 


They have widespread credit obligations 


totaling $20,000 on which they are able to pay 
only interest. They are also trying to clear 
$6,000 owed on their car. 


The only asset they have is a $30,000 


home which is fully paid for. They ask a finan- 
cial adviser in his newspaper column if they 
should sell the home, pay off their debts, and 
"start all over again in an apartment."

The adviser questions whether selling the home would leave them 


better off in an apartment, which they would have to obtain at "a bar- 
gain to make financial progress." The only thing he does suggest is 
that the husband have a $100 E bond taken out of his pay every week 
and used as year-end savings to make a dent in the indebtedness. 


He probably would have liked to scold them for their extravagance 


and mourn their immaturity. Any financial manager would shake his 
head at a pair who, despite annual income of $25,000, will have ab- 
solutely nothing (except the roof over their heads) from their own re- 
sources to take care of their now-imminent retirement years and, in- 
deed, have indebtedness exceeding one year's gross income to wipe 
out before they can even begin to think of putting anything aside for 
retirement. 


These people are not unique. In our business of lending substantial 


sums to couples interested in purchasing a home, we naturally examine 
their income and assets, their life styles and financial habits. Some 
with high incomes cannot understand why their loan applications are 
denied while others in more modest circumstances are getting ready 
approval. The answer, obviously, is that some people are good money 
managers and others are not. 


There is no reason why a couple earning $25,000 from "a good 


job" and apparently many previous years of solid income should not 
at the age of 60 find themselves with a paid-up home, substantial 
savings and investments, a pension program, and little if any indebted- 
ness. It's too late for them to start now. A habit or pattern developed 
earlier in life would have accomplished these goals. Even more, it 
would have contributed a sense of well-being, a joy that their spend- 
thrift ways have denied them.

In Southern Indiana, 100 miles from-Bethlehem 


Youbeicha there's a Santa Claus 


by United Pmi International 


Yes, children, there is a Santa 


Claiu. It's in Southern Indiana, about 
100 miles from Bethlehem. There also 
Is a'North Pole — three of tttem to be 
exact 


From Oregon's Christmas Valley to 


Florida's Christmas, from North Pole, 
Alaska, to North Pole, N.Y. - neigh- 
bors help postmasters make the holi- 
day season a bit more special by 
imprinting their local postmarks on 
tens of thousands of cards and letters 
from around the world. 


In all,- the U.S. postal directory lists 


nine Bethlehems, four Nazareths, 
three North Poles, three variations of 
Cliristmos, as well as a Mistletoe, 
Santa Claus and Noel. 


AT LEAST three of the post offices 


— Christmas Valley, Ore.; Nazareth, 
Tex., and Bethlehem, Ind. — are run 
out of family grocery stores. Others, 
such as North Pole, Colo.; North 


Pole, N.Y., and Santa Claus, Ind., are 
year-round tourist' attractions where 
mail U handled on an assembly-line. 
basis. 
• •-• 


Connecticut's Bethlehem calls itself 


"The Christmas Town" — but tt has 
competition from Bethlehem, Pa. 
which refers to itself as -"The Christ- 
mas City." And then there's "Noel, 
Mo., .the Christmas City in the 
Ozarks." 
" Mrs. R. B. Couch, who, with her 


husband, is postmaster in Mistletoe, 
• Ky., said she gets about 1,000 letters a 
day during the holiday season. 
. "The majority "of people want it 
.marked Christmas Day, and we oblige 
them. But it means working all day 
and night before the holidays," she 
said. 


In Bethlehem, Ind., (population 75) 


Postmaster Freda Statesman, who op- 
erates the office out of the family gro- 
cery store, uses her husband and six 
children to help cancel each of 10,000 


to 12,000 letters three times by hand: 
5ach gets a postmark, a stamp of the 
three wise men and a stamp of the 
Star of Bethlehem. 


IN THE .TINY southwest Missouri 


town of Noel, Walter Hitter, 87, 
spends most of December sitting in a 
blanket-draped chair in the post office 
lobby, stamping his community's spe- 
cial imprint — an outline of a Christ- 
mas tree in green with a star on top 
— on 10,000 pieces of mail. 


The post-marking operation in Noel 


(prounced • "Noll1 by its 800 resi- 
dents) began as a volunteer project 
by local World War I veterans. Now 
Bitter Is .the only one left. 
' "I sit by a window and often chil- 
dren stand outside and watch — 
sometimes grownups too," he said, 
"they tell me I'm doing Santa Claus' 
work." 


• If many towns strive for a personal 
touch, the crush of mail to America's 
three North Poles has caused Santa's 


helpers to adapt accordingly. 


ALASKA'S NORTH Pole is 15 miles 


southeast of Fairbanks and Con Mill- 
er, head of a concern called Santa 
Claus House, supervises cancellation 
of about 80,000 pieces of mail. 


"My mail has been getting heavier 


and heavier," Miller said, adding he 
is thankful many of the "Dear Santa" 
letters are diverted by local postal au- 
thorities. 


Many reach North Pole, Colo., 


where employes at "Santa's Work- 
shop" — a toystore and souvenir shop 
at the base of Pike's Peak in Colorado 
Springs — have been answering chil- 
dren's letters for 20 years. 


Like Colorado's version, New 


York's North Pole, near Lake Placid, 
also is a tourist attraction called 
"Santa's Workshop." It, too, gets 
thousands of letters annually, but the 
main business is a summer resort 
complete with workshop, toy maker, 
candy maker and 38 head of reindeer.

Eulogy notes 
Daley's love of 
God and family 


by STEVE BROWN 


Mayor Richard J. Daley Wednesday 


was remembered as a man who loved 
his family and his God to a congrega- 
tion that knew him more as a political 
leader. 


To a throng of more than 1,000 


VIPs, relatives and close friends, the 
Rev. Gilbert Graham extolled Daley's 
virtues as a family man and talked 
about his religious habits. 


"No man has ever wanted to die 


less than Richard Daley. He had so 
much to live for. But he had no fear 
of death or its consequences. He was 
very much at home talking to his 
God, which he did almost every day 
in a life of prayer which could well be 
the envy of any priest or religious," 
Graham told the mourners, who in- 
cluded President-elect Jimmy Carter 
and Vice President Nelson Rockefel- 
ler. 


Saying the family wanted no formal 


eulogy because that "just wasn't his 
stylo," Graham spoke for about 10 
minutes about Daley and how his reli- 
gious beliefs carried over to his public 
duties. 


"In the contents of his wallet, look- 


ed at at the time of his death, were 
his family picture, a small Sacred 
Heart badge and a dozen well-worn 
prayers which he used every day to 
help fulfill his responsibilities." 


GRAHAM SAID Daley was known 


everywhere as a man of power, but he 
said the power was that of love rather 
than political power. 


"For him public service was a spe- 


cial vocation, Graham said. 


"God was so good to him in life and 


no man appreciated It more. His last 
days were days of loving preparation 
of a Christmas he will celebrate with 
Christ himself. 


"God rest this man's 
beautiful 


soul," Graham concluded. 


A croud of about SCO persons shi- 


vered outside the Nativity of Our Lord 
Church at 37th Street and Union Ave- 
nue, two blocks from Daley's bun- 
galow on Lowe Avenue. 


Dignitaries Inside the church sat in 


special sections behind Rockefeller 
and Carter. The state's two members 
of the Ford cabinet, Defense Sec. 
Donald Rumsfeld and Atty. Gen. Ed- 
ward Levi, sat with U.S. Senators Ed- 
ward 
Kennedy, D-Mass.; 
Georgo 


McGovern, D-S.D.; and Adlai Steven- 


son, D-H1. 


GOV. DANIEL WALKER and Gov- 


ernor-elect James R. Thompson 
shared a pew with other state offi- 
cials. 


Behind them sat rows of aldermen, 


judges and the commltteemen of the 
township and ward political organiza- 
tion which was headed by Daley in his 
job as chairman of the Democratic 
party of Cook County. 


"It was a very personal sen ice. 


The fact that there were many people 
there from 
both political parlies 


served as a tribute to one of the most 
unusual civic leaders in the nation." 
said Wheeling Township Democratic 
Committeeman Donald Norman. 


John Morrisscy, the Democratic 


committeeman for Schaumburg Town- 
ship, said he was struck by the sim- 
plicity of the service. 


"The lack of pomp and ceremony, 


the church being rather old, it was all 
in keeping with the neighborhood and 
Daley's background," he said. 


John Cardinal Cody, archbishop of 


Chicago, brought a message of con- 
dolence from Pope Paul VI and other 
members of the Catholic hierarchy. 


AS MOURNERS left the church fol- 


lowing the mass, they paused briefly 
to allow the pallbearers to remove 
from the church the brown mahogany 
casket' draped with Chicago's four 
star flag. 


Many city officials, aldermen and 


politicians gathered at the Bismarck 
Hotel to travel In a police escorted 
caravan to the Bridgeport church on 
the near south side. 


THERE WERE FEW trappings to 


note the significance of the event in 
the church except for two vases of red 
roses on the altar and a floral ar- 
rangement shaped like the star on a 
patrolman's 
badge 
with 
the 
in- 


scription "We lo\e you, Chicago Po- 
lice Dept." 


The service concluded, only the 


family, a few close relatives and the 
pallbearers took part in the slow fu- 
neral procession, which bypassed ex- 
pressways to travel on city streets to 
reach the Holy Sepulchre Cemetery 
in Worth. 


A brief graveside service marked 


the end of a three-day period, mourn- 
ing Daley's departure from the city 
and region he had dominated for 
more than two decades.

The sign hung like on advertise- 


ment from the little man's shoul- 
ders. 


He looked solemnly toward the

Richard Lopez had come all the 


way from California for this mo- 
ment. He seemed oblivious to the 
passersby and photographers who 
stopped to stare. 


"Mayor Daley did his best and 


let God do the rest — something to 
remember for ever. Amen. Que en 
paz descance," (May he rest in 
peace) the sign said in clumsy, 
hand-drawn lettering.

Wednesday, a helicopter circled. 


They had come early, many be- 


fore 8 a.m., for the 9:30 mass that 
began 15 minutes late. In general, 
the mixed crowd of blacks, Latin- 
os and an assortment of other eth- 
nics talked little. 


They offered no cheers or yells 


as they watched from behind the 
blue police lines as the Jimmy 
Carters, Dan Walkers and Jim 
Thompsons filed into the church. 


After the mass started, Lopez 


took his cardboard 
sign and 


moved toward the northwest side 
of the church where the sound 
coming from the 
loudspeakers 


was better. 


He Is of Mexican descent, and 


at the age of 60, he had been ac- 
tive In civil rights for 40 years, 
acting now as president of the Mi- 


nority Building Contractors Assn. 
headquartered in Stockton, Calif. 


AS THE SERVICE was broad- 


cast over loudspeakers, he re- 
called that in 1970, he had been 
asked to come to Chicago for a 
day to act as Daley's liaison In an 
effort to calm the nerves of the 
city's Latin population. 


That was his first meeting with 


Daley and they had talked only 
briefly, more or less as an in- 
troduction. 


"Even though sometimes I get a 


little militant, I didn't do so with 
Daley," Lopez said, "because he 
was trying to cooperate." 
, The wind cut through the crowd 
and Lopez stuffed his hands Into 
his pockets and remembered why 
he came. 


"We want to express what we 


thought of Mayor Daley," he said. 
"I think he deserved It. What af- 


. feels Chicago affects the nation." 


HE LOOKED at the crowd. 


They were almost statuesque in 
their silence. Some held their 
hats, others covered their faces 
and others wiped their noses, but 
it was more because of the bitter 
cold than out of grief. 


The turnout, Lopez observed, 


said somthing about the man. He 
made mistakes, he said, but he 
did his best and when he thought 
he was right, no one could turn 
-4fim around. 


He spent $284 to fly from Stock- 


ton Tuesday, Lopez said. It was 
something, he said, he just had to 
do. 


"I felt real bad about it, and if I 


hadn't, I wouldn't have come 
here," Lopez said. "I'm proud of

The mass ended and the doors 


opened. Slowly, clergy, police and 
firefighters formed a column on 
the steps of the church and the 
casket, draped with a flag of the 
city, was carried down to the 
hearse. 


AFTER A BRIEF pause, the 


car began to move away. 


"This is a man who should be 


honored," Lopez said. 


He then took his sign and raised 


it and left with the rest of the 
spectators. He would visit with his 
son's family and then board a 
flight back to California Wednes- 
day night. Chicago knew how he 
felt.

Cover apricots and pears with water, heat to boiling, and simmei 5 
minutes.

Pour over fruits, cover and 
chill 24 hours or longer. Combine spices, water and brown sugar, 
and simmer 10 minutes. Cover and cool. Strain out spices, and 
chill syrup. Shortly before serving combine fruits and their syrup, 
spiced syrup, apple juice, remaining 3 cups brandy, the remaining 
chablis in a large punch bowl with a block of ice or a decorative ice 
ring.

Ice Ring: To make a decorative ice ring, arrange whole cranberries 
and lime wedges in bottom of small ring mold, and add about 2 
tablespoons water, using just enough water to make a thin ice lay- 
er to hold fruits in place. Place in freezer for an hour or 2. until fro- 
zen. Add chilled water, a little at a time, to prevent melting ice layer 
(fruits float out of position if first ice melts). As soon as ice is built up 
in thick enough layer to cover cranberries, water may be added to ' 
fill the mold.

Cholesterol and calories important 
when planning for holiday parties 


The holidays usually bring together 


family, friends and food. And, too of- 
ten, rich foods. Being overweight and 
having high cholesterol are two risk 
factors leading to heart disease, still 
the nation's No. 1 killer. 


According to Marguerite Robinson, 


chairwoman of Ihe Chicago Heart As- 
•uKTiation'n Nutrition Subcommittee, 
recipes ba.svd on a fat-controlled low 
cholesterol meal plan arc one means 
of reducing the risk of heart attack. 


These recipes don't need to be left out 
of holiday planning. 


Basically, they consist of moderate 


changes in daily eating habits. For in- 
stance, instead of whole milk and 
cheese made from uhole milk and 
cream, use skimmed or low-fat milk 
ami cheeses; eat no more than three 
egg yolks a week, including eggs used 
in cooking; instead of butter and oth- 
er cooking fats that arc solid or com- 
pletely hydrogcnatcd, use liquid oils

Sniff test 
tells taste 


There's a bit of the string-saver in 


most of w. This penny-wise, pound- 
foolish foible shows up in many little 
ways. A good example In the kitchen 
Li hanging on to tag-ends of spices 
and herbs which liave been on the 
shelf so long that they have lost their 
true aroma. 


Itlghi now, before your holiday 


cooking and baking, b a good time to 
give your spices Ihe sniff test. No 
matter how old they are, you'll prob- 
ably find the remnants of aroma, but 
this U deceptive. To do their magical 
fljvoring Job, spices must be fresh 
and 9trong. 


So try this: If >ou'rc low In supply 


on one particular spice, buy a new 
container, but save the old until you 
have had a chance to compare them. 
Check the smell of the older one. then 
Ihe fresh stock and you'll never again 
forget to keep your spices "up to 
sniff." 


Once >ou have a fine new supply. 


take good care of your spices. Date 
the containers. Slore them away from 
either direct ranffe or radiator heat 
and brilliant sunlnzht. In a very hot 
climate or during the heat of the sum- 
mer, it may be best to refrigerate or 
freeze oil <ovds. such as poppy and 
swame and the red popper items — 
paprika, ml pepper and chili powder.

Wednesday that if the school remains 
open despite the order, the city will 
seek a court Injunction to close it 
down. He said the city probably would 
seek an injunction within a week. 


In addition to the alleged violations, 


Hug said the school violates city ordi- 
nances because it has been conducting 
classes in the building without occu- 
pancy permits and apparently has 
done construction work without build- 
ing permits. 


Mrs, Angcll said building permits 


were not required because only minor 
impiovcmcnts 
1 were made to the 


structure. Sliu said occupancy permits 
for the building were obtained at least 
six years ago. 


The school, which is for children in 


kindergarten through third grade, has 
been operating in the building for 
about three months, she said. 


Ituth Grabow, school director, said 


attendance was good Wednesday, even 
though a DCS Plaines policeman at 
the door told parents the building is 
unsafe. 


"We had about 45 children here to- 


day, the same as we usually do," she 
said. "The building is not unsafe. The 
parents have been very supportive of 
us."

Visions of Christmas past, 
present—tons of travelers

It's beginning to look a lot like 


Christmas — at the airport, the bus 
station, the train terminals and on the 
road. 


Holiday travelers arc packing their 


bags and heading out of town for the 
Cliristmas weekend. Many have al- 
ready left, and the big crunch is ex- 
pected to hit tonight and Friday night. 


"If it goes like any other Christmas 


past, it will be crowded and people 
should give ample time — maybe 
even more so this year because the 
holiday is on the weekend," said Art 
Jackson of American Airlines. 


Jackson said a big problem at 


O'Hare is likely to be parking. "Park- 
ing spaces will be at a premium and 
so arrangements should be made for 
the party to wait outside if you arc 
picking them up," he said. "If you are 
letting someone off, don't accompany 
them Into the terminal." 


MAIIC MICHAEI.SON of United 


Airlines suggested persons park in the 
outlying lots and take the airport's 
shuttle bus to the terminal. 


Pat Delia of Trans World Airlines 


said "persons should pick up their 
plane tickets early, cither at n travel 
agency or an airline ticket office. 


Travelers can avoid long baggage 


lines by checking their bags with a 
skycap at the door, she said. 


All the airlines arc asking travelers 


to arrive at the airport about 14 
hours before scheduled departure to 


allow [or baggage 
check-in 
and 


security. 


AT THE AIRPORT, crowds arc ex- 


pected to be heavy right through 
Christmas Eve, but few persons arc 
o.xpectcd*,to travel on the holiday it- 
self. 


Motorists this year should have an 


easier tinrd leaving for their Christ- 
mas holiday, says Bob Heck of the 
Chicago Motor Club. "The exodus 
from the city will be spread over a 
longer period," he said. "Many people 
will be getting Friday off and will be 
more leisurely about their leave tak- 
ing." 


Heck said traffic will probably bo at 


its worst Sunday evening as persons 
arc returning home. 


Christmas crowds at the bus and 


train stations arc expected to be the 
heaviest today and taper off by Fri- 
day. 


GREYHOUND I1US Lines will have 


as many buses as necessary ready to 
roll. "We have plenty of buses and 
plenty of drivers," said William 
Franks, regional office manager. 


Franks advised bus travelers to 


pack lightly, carry their luggage if 
possible and arrive al the terminal an 
hour before departure. 


Amtrak is also beefing up its fleet

spokesman. 


Casey said train travelers should 


call ahead to find out if reservations 
are necessary.

Bell slow 
to devise 
bus plans 


WASHINGTON (UP1) 
-Jimmy 


Carter's choice for attorney general 
was so cautious in enforcing southern 
school desegregation that as late as 
1971 the Supreme Court prodded him 
into devising effective busing plans to 
fulfill the court's 1954 desegregation 
decision. 


UP! obtained a list of more than 470 


opinions Griffin Bell wrote during his 
15 years on the 5th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals. A reading of more than 
100 cases, plus careful study of nearly 
30 desegregation and civil liberties 
cases, show: 


• Bell approved an Atlanta school 


desegregation plan offered in 1963, to 
comply with the Supreme Court's 1954 
decision, which would take an addi- 
tional 12 years to complete. 


• After the Supreme Court ruled in 


1968 that school desegregation must 
be speeded up, Bell attempted to com- 
ply and ordered busing, rather than 
"freedom of choice" transfers, in Jef- 
ferson County, Ala. But as recently as 
1971, the Supreme Court, in a unani- 
mous opinion by Chief Justice Warren 
E. Burger, said Bell's opinion approv- 
ing a desegregation plan for Mobile 
County, Ala., was inadequate. 


• Early in his career, Bell was re- 


versed twice by the Supreme Court 
for failing to go far enough in striking 
down Georgia election laws which did 
not meet the "one man, one vote" cri- 
teria of the 14th Amendment. 


• He was reversed by • the high 


court in 1965 after holding the Georgia 
House could refuse to seat black legis- 
lator Julian Bond because he made 
statements against the Vietnam war. 
The justices ruled unanimously Bond 
had a First Amendment right to 
speak out. 


The study also showed he made a 


major ruling on constitutinal chal- 
lenge favorable to civil rights workers 
and another striking down a loyalty 
oath required of Georgia school teach- 
ers. 


If Bell is confirmed as attorney gen- 


eral, he will be the nation's top law 
enforcement officer. A major task will 
be to seek enforcement of civil rights 
and voting rights acts. The NAACP 
has condemned Bell's nomination on 
grounds he was lax in ordering full 
school desegregation. 
• 


The decisions examined were those 


in when. Bell wrote the majority opin- 
ion for a three-judge appeals court 
panel or a three-judge district court 
when the constitutionality of state 
laws was at stake. The opinions do not 
include cases, probably numbering in 
the hundreds, in which Bell was a 
panel member but did not write the 
decision. 


In one decision, Bell gave southern

The frail 90-pound teen-ager under-

Bell slow 
to devise 
bus plans 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
-Jimmy 


Carter's choice for attorney general 
was so cautious in enforcing southern 
school desegregation that as late as 
1971 the Supreme Court prodded him 
into devising effective busing plans to 
fulfill the court's 1954 desegregation 
decision. 


UPI obtained a list of more than 470 


opinions Griffin Bell wrote during his 
IS }ears on the 3th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals. A reading of more than 
100 cases, plus careful study of nearly 
30 desegregation and civil liberties 
cases, show: 


• Bell approved an Atlanta school 


desegregation plan offered in 1963. to 
comply \\itli the Supremo Court's 1954 
decision, which would take an addi- 
tional 12 years to complete. 


• After the Supreme Court ruled in 


1968 that school desegregation must 
be speeded up, Bell attempted to com- 
ply and ordered busing, rather than 
"freedom of choice" transfers, in Jef- 
ferson County, Ala. But as recently as 
1971. the Supreme Court, in a unani- 
mous opinion by Chief Justice Warren 
K. Burger, said Bell's opinion approv- 
ing a desegregation plan for Mobile 
County, Ala., was inadequate. 


• Early in his career, Bell was re- 


versed twice by the Supreme Court 
for failing to go far enough in striking 
do\sn Georgia election laws which did 
not meet the "one man. one vote" cri- 
teria of the 14th Amendment. 


• He was reversed by the high 


court in 1965 after holding the Georgia 
House could refuse to scat black legis- 
lator Julian Bond became he made 
statements against the Vietnam war. 
The justices ruled unanimously Bond 
hud .1 First Amendment righl to 
speak out. 


The study also showed he mode a 


major ruling on constitutinal chal- 
lenge favorable to civil rights workers 
and another striking down a loyalty 
oath required of Georgia school teach- 
ers. 


If Bell is confirmed as attorney gen- 


eral, he will be the nation's top law 
enforcement officer. A major task will 
bo to seek enforcement of civil rights 
and voting rights acts. The NAACP 
has condemned Bell's nomination on 
grounds he was lax in ordering full 
school desegregation. 


The decisions examined were tho^c 


in when Bell wrote the majority opin- 
ion for a three-judge appeals court 
panel or a three-judge district court 
when the constitutionality of state 
laws was at stake. The opinions do not 
include cases, probably numbering in 
the hundreds, in which Bell was a 
panel member but did not write (lie 
decision. 


In one decision. Bell gave southern

"If il goes like any other Christmas

Bell slow 
to devise 
bus plans 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
-Jimmy 


Carter's choice for attorney general 
was so cautious in enforcing southern 
school desegregation that as late as 
1971 the Supreme Court prodded him 
into devising effective busing plans to 
fulfill the court's 1954 desegregation 
decision. 


UPI obtained a list of more than 470 


opinions Griffin Bell wrote during his 
IS years on the 3th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals. A reading of more tlian 
loo cases, plus careful study of nearly 
30 desegregation and civil liberties 
cases, show: 


• Hell approved an Atlanta school 


desegregation plan offered hi 1963, to 
comply with the Supreme Court's 1954 
decision, which would take an addi- 
tional 12 years to complete. 


• After the Supreme Court tuled in 


I9W1 that school desegregation must 
be speeded up. Bell attempted to com- 
ply and ordered busing, rather than 
"freedom of choice" transfers, in Jef- 
ferson County, Ala. But as recently as 
1!)71. the Supreme Court, in a unani- 
mous opinion by Chief Justice Warren 
E. Burger, said Bell's opinion approv- 
ing a desegregation plan for Mobile 
County. Ala., was inadequate. 


• Early in his career. Bell was re- 


versed twice by the Supreme Court 
for failing to go far enough in striking 
(limn Georgia election laws which did 
not meet the "one man, one vote" cri- 
teria of the 14th Amendment. 


• He was reversed by the high 


court in 1965 after-holding the Georgia 
House could refuse to seat black legis- 
lator Julian Bond because he made 
statements against the Vietnam war. 
The justices ruled unanimously Bond 
had a First Amendment right to 
speak out. 


The study also showed he made a 


major ruling on constitutinal chal- 
lenge favorable to civil rights workers 
and another striking down a loyalty 
oath required of Georgia school teach- 
ers. 


If Bell is confinned as attorney gen- 


eral, he will he the nation's top law 
enforcement officer. A major task will 
be to seek enforcement of civil rights 
and voting rights acts. The NAACP 
has condemned Bell's nomination on 
grounds he was lax in ordering full 
school desegregation. 


The decisions examined were those 


in whch Bell wrote the majority opin- 
ion for a three-judge appeals court 
panel or a three-judge district court 
when the constitutionality of state 
laws was at stake. The opinions do not 
include cases, probably numbering In 
the hundreds, in which Bell was a 
panel member but did not write the 
decision. 


In one decision, Bell gave southern

The cemetery entrance had been 


blocked. The Daleys had requested a 
private burial and no one begrudged 
the family Its few lasl personal mo- 
ments xvith their patriarch. 


Instead, they watched from the 


roadway, the plot easily visible just to 
the east of the entrance, marked by 
tuo large maroon-colored tents set up 
temporarily (or the brief graveside 
rites. 


It had seemed an eternity waiting in 


tho frigid temperatures until the mo- 
torcade finally arrived at 12:40 p.m. 
But within 15 minutes the services 
hud concluded, the limousines pulling 
away, the crowd of onlookers drifting 
apart.

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Old tavern hits the road 
\ 


to begin second century 


A TAVERN ON WHEELS may make a poor placo 
for drinking but it wai tho only way to move Drex- 
lor Tavern in Long Grove. The 117-yoar-old building 


will not be used for drinking at its now site behind 
Kildeer School. Instead it will house the offices of 
the Village of Long Grove. '

It was moving day Wednesday In 


Long Grove for one of the village's 
oldest residents. 


A police escort, service trucks from 


Commonwealth Edison and Illinois 
Bell, and a 
traffic jam accom- 


panied the move of the 117-year-old 
Drexler Tavern from III. Rte. 53 and 
Hicks Road to its new home behind 
Kildeer School, Rte. 2, Long Grove. 


The historic tavern was transferred 


to its new site to become the home of 
the Village of Long Grove adminis- 
trative offices. Its move was a big 
step in a two-year community effort 
to save and renovate the building. 


THE MOVE GOT under way shortly 


after 9 a.m. when the 1,200 square 
foot building was hoisted onto a wide 
platform truck. The slow trek then be- 
gan down Rte. 53 to Rte. 83 and into 
downtown Lang Grove. 
<. 


Red flags waving along the sides of 


the white-frame building were hardly 
necessary to warn motorists of the 


oversize cargo. Drivers of cars and 
trucks backed up along the road be- 
hind the moving tavern peered out 
their side windows as the tavern 
moved haltingly along the curvy road. 


Trucks from the telephone company 


preceded the tavern on wheels, rais- 
ing telephone cables so the building 
could pass underneath. Workers said 
phone service wasn't disturbed be- 
cause trwro is only one main line 
feeding into ithe community of 1,500 
people. 


After a two-hour ride the tavern ar-' 


rived safely behind Kildeer School. Re- 
novation will begin to fix up the peel- 
ing paint and boarded up windows of 
tho rather dilapidated-looking tavern. 


THE COST OF Wednesday's move 


amounted to about $-4,000, Village 
Supt. Tony Berg said. Total cost of 
renovating the building will be about 
$40,000, he said. 


The Long Grove Historical Society 


and other community groups have 
earned funds for the project. A $4,000 


grant from the Illinois Bicentennial 
Commission also will help cover ex- 
penses. 
: 


The village decided moving its of- 


fices into the tavern would be a good 
way to preserve the Civil War era 
building while providing more per* 
manent quarters for the offices, Jean^ 
ine Chaudruc, chairman 
of Long 


Grove's Bicentennial committee said. 
The village now rents office space at 
Kildeer School. 
• 


"It seems appropriate to have the 


village offices in one of the old au- 
thentic buildings," Mrs. 
Chaudruc 


said. "It's in keeping with the charac- 
ter of Long Grove, with its antique 
atmosphere." 


Berg said the village has a 10-year 


lease with Buffalo Grove-Long Grove 
Dist. 95 for the school grounds where 
the tavern now rests. The lease is re- 
newable, he said, and it looks as if the 
tavern has some solid ground In 
which to plant its roots for a second 
century.

Bell slow 
to devise 
bus plans 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
—Jimmy 


Carter's choice for attorney general 
was so cautious in enforcing southern 
school desegregation that as late as 
1971 the Supreme Court prodded him 
into devising effective busing plans to 
fulfill the court's 1954 desegregation 
decision. 


UPI obtained a list of more than 470 


opinions Griffin Bell wrote during his 
15 years on the Sth U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals. A reading of more than 
100 cases, plus careful study of nearly 
30 desegregation and civil liberties 
cases, show: 


• Bell approved an Atlanta school 


desegregation plan offered in 1963, to 
comply with the Supreme Court's 1934 
decision, which would take an addi- 
tional 12 years to complete. 


• After the Supreme Court ruled in 


1968 that school desegregation must 
be speeded up, Bell attempted to com- 
ply and ordered busing, rather than 
"freedom of choice" transfers, in Jef- 
ferson County, Ala. But as recently as 
1071, the Supreme Court, in a unani- 
mous opinion by Chief Justice Warren 
E. Burger, said Bell's opinion approv- 
ing a desegregation plan for Mobile 
County, Ala., was inadequate. 


• Early in his career, Bell was re- 


versed twice by the Supreme Court 
for failing to go far enough in striking 
down Georgia election laws which did 
not meet the "one man, one vote" cri- 
teria of the 14th Amendment. 


• He was reversed by the high 


court in 1965 after holding the Georgia 
House could refuse to seat black legis- 
lator Julian Bond because he made 
statements against the Vietnam war. 
The justices ruled unanimously Bond 
had a First Amendment right to 
speak out. 
'The study also showed he made a 
major ruling' on constitutinal chal- 
lenge favorable to civil rights workers 
and another striking down a loyalty 
oath required of Georgia school teach- 
ers. 


If Bell is confirmed as attorney gen- 


eral, he will be the nation's top law 
enforcement officer. A major task will 
be to seek enforcement of civil rights 
and voting rights acts. The NAACP 
has condemned Bell's nomination on 
grounds he was lax in ordering full 
school desegregation. 


The decisions examined were those 


in uhch Bell wrote the majority opin- 
ion for a three-judge appeals court 
panel or a three-judge district court 
uhcn the constitutionality of state 
laws was at stake. The opinions do not 
include cases, probably numbering In 
the hundreds, in which Bell was a 
panel member but did not write the 
decision. 


In one decision, Bell gave southern

opinions Griffin Bell wrote during his 
15 years on the 5th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals. A rending or more than 
loo cubes, plus careful study of nearly 
'M desegregation and civil liberties 
eases, show: 


• Hell approved an Atlanta school 


desegregation plan offered in 19(53, to 
comply with the Supreme Court's 1954 
decision, which would take an addi- 
tional 12 years to complete. 


• After the Supreme Court ruled in 


19UB that school desegregation must 
be speeded up. Bell attempted to com- 
ply and ordered busing, rather than 
"fieedom of choice" transfers, in Jef- 
ferson County, Ala. But as recently as 
1971. the Supreme Court, in a unani- 
mous opinion by Chief Justice Warren 
E. Burger, said Bell's opinion approv- 
ing a desegregation plan for Mobile 
County. Ala., was inadequate. 


• Early in his career. Bell was re- 


versed twice by the Supreme Court 
for failing to go far enough in striking 
down Georgia election laws which did 
not meet the "one man, one vote" cri- 
teria of the Hlh Amendment. 


• He was reversed by the high 


court in 196.") after holding the Georgia 
IIuusc could refuse to scat black legis- 
lator Julian Bond because he made 
statements against the Vietnam war. 
The justices ruled unanimously Bond 
had a First Amendment right to 
.speak out. 


The study also showed he made a 


major ruling on constitutinal chal- 
lenge favorable to civil rights workers 
and another striking down a loyalty 
oath required of Georgia school teach- 
ers. 


If Bell is confirmed as attorney gen- 


eral, he will be the nation's top law 
enforcement officer. A major task will 
be to seek enforcement of civil rights 
and voting rights acts. The NAACP 
has condemned Bell's nomination on 
grounds he was lax in ordering full 
school desegregation. 


The decisions examined were those 


in whch Bell wrote the majority opin- 
ion for a three-judge appeals court 
panel or a three-judge district court 
when the constitutionality of state 
laws was at stake. The opinions do not 
include cases, probably numbering in 
the hundreds, in which Bell was a 
panel member but did not write the 
decision.

Rita Kordi-ckl had little hope their 14- 
year-old daughter Maria would live 
much longer. 


The Prospect High School fresh- 


man's homecoming this neck, after a 
trying stay In Northwest Community 
Hospital. Arlington Heights, gave the 
Kordcckis and their six other children 
much for which to be thankful. 


"We had our Christmas the day she 


came home," Mrs. Kordcckl said. 


And the 4-foot-long sign, painted by

N. Maple St., Mount Prospect, proves 
that. 


MAIUA WAS THE victim of a car 


accident In the village Oct. 20. Her 
arteries were severed, her pelvis was 
broken, her Intestines and colon were 
damaged. "They gave us little hope," 
Mrs. Kordeckl said. "She was in In- 
tensive care for 10 days." 


The frail 90-pound teen-ager under- 


went two major operations — one for 
54 hours, another lasting 24 hours. 
Her weight plummetted to 63 pounds 
and she developed phlebitis and diges- 
tive problems. Her nerves also were 
damaged Maria was fed Intravenous- 
ly for five weeks. 


Mrs. Kordeckl said her daughter's 


serious condition began to change dra- 
matically Dec. 6. "She was getting 
better each day," Mrs. Kordecki said. 
"After having missed Halloween and 
Thanksgiving, she even told the doc- 


tors she was going home for Christ- 
mas." 


And that she did. Today, Maria can- 


not get around without a walker, but 
her parents give her 
therapeutic 


treatments three times daily and hope 
she can return to school In February. 
Mrs. Kordecki said after Christmas 
Maria will be tutored at home "to 
help her along with her studies." 


MARIA'S FATHER, A Mount Pros- 


pect Fire Dept. captain, and Mrs. 
Kordeckl are grateful to everyone in- 


volved in their daughter's recovery — 
including village paramedics, hospital 
employes, blood donors and friends 
and neighbors who cooked complete 
dinners for the other children while 
their parents'prayed "at Maria's bed- 
side. 


"The kindness and generosity of 


people in times of distress were be- 
yond my expectations and com- 
prehension," Mr. Kordecki said.

Boundary lines for 1977-78 for the 


new Palatine High School, 1111 N. 
Rolilwing Rd., Palatine, have been 
proposed to the High School Dist. 211 
Board of Education by the adminis- 
tration. 


The new boundaries would affect 


only students who attend the two Dist. 
211 high schools in Palatine — Fremd, 
1000 S. Qucntln Rd., and Palatine, ISO 
E. Wood St. 


Because the new Palatine building 


will accommodate more students than 
the old Palatine High School, which 
will close In June, it's been proposed 
to have some Fremd students attend 
the new Palatine building next year In 
case overcrowding at Fremd, said 
Gerald Chapman, assistant to the su- 
perintendent. 


UNDER THE administration's plan, 


students who go to the Wood street 
building would attend the new Pala- 
tine building In September, 


Fremd students who would be af- 


fected by the proposed boundaries live 
In an L-shaped section of land north of 
Glencoc Road nnd bounded farther 
west by Dundee Road, Chapman said. 


The boundary changes would not af- 


fect Fremd students who are soph- 
omores or juniors this year, who 
would have a choice of remaining at 
Fremd, he said. 


Chapman said the proposed bound- 


aries were drawn along major roads 
and uninhabited areas, with max- 


imum use of natural boundary areas 
such as Deer Grove Forest Preserve 
and the Palatine Hills Country Club. 


"We're trying to get away from 


sending kids on one side of a street to 
one school and kids on the other to a 
different school," he said. 


UNDER THE PROPOSAL, tho cur- 


rent western boundary for Palatine 
High School would be moved slightly 
west of Smith Road, run north along 
the country club and then follow tho 
southern forest preserve border along 
Dundee Road.

not a new experience. They were 
transferred to Cardinal Drive from 
other Dist. 15 schools in September to 
wait for Jefferson to be completed. 


The teachers have been through this 


before too, and their sentiments are 
the same now as they were last June 
— they'll miss the personal feeling at 
Cardinal Drive, but they're looking 
forward to going to the new, modern 
school. 


"I'll miss the small school," said 


Barbara Hinneberg, who began teach- 
ing at Cardinal Drive the year after it 
opened in-1961.

• After the Supreme Court ruled in 


iwa that school desegregation must 
be speeded up. Bell attempted to com- 
ply and ordered busing, rather than 
"fteedom of choice" transfers, in Jef- 
ferson County, Ala. But as recently as 
1971. the Supreme Court, in a unani- 
mous opinion by Chief Justice Warren 
E Burger, said Bell's opinion approv- 
ing a desegregation plan for Mobile 
County, Ala , was inadequate. 


• Early in his career, Bell was re- 


versed twice by the Supreme Couit 
for failing to go far enough in striking 
down Georgia election laws uhich did 
not meet the "one man, one vote" cri- 
teria of the 14th Amendment. 


• He was reversed by the high 


court in 1905 after holding the Georgia 
House could reluse to scat black legis- 
lator Julian Bond because he made 
statements against tlic Vietnam uar. 
The justices ruled unanimously Bond 
IKK! a First Amendment right to 
speak out. 


The study al«o showed he made a 


major ruling on constitutinal chal- 
lenge favorable to civil rights workeis 
and another striking doun a lojalty 
oath required of Georgia school teach- 
ers. 


If Bell is confirmed as attorney gen- 


eral, he will be the nation's top law 
enforcement officer. A major task will 
be to seek enforcement of civil rights 
and voting rights acts. The NAACP 
has condemned Bell's nomination on 
grounds he was lax in ordering full 
school desegregation.

The decisions examined were those 


in whch Bell wrote the majority opin- 
ion for a three-judge appeals court 
panel or a three-Judge district court 
when the constitutionality of state 
laws was at stake.

Two months ago. Raymond and 


Rita Kordcckl had little hope their 14- 
year-old daughter Maria would live 
much longer. 


The Prospect High School fresh- 


man's homecoming this week, after a 
trying stay In Northwest Community 
Hospital. Arlington Heights, gave the 
Kortleckis and their six other children 
much for which to be thankful. 


"We had our Christmas the day she 


came home." Mrs. Kordcckl iald. 
And the 4-foot-long sign, painted by 
Maria's older brother John and spann- 
ing the front lawn of their home at 413 
N. Maple St., Mount Prospect, proves 
that. 


MARIA WAS THE victim of a car 


accident in the village Oct. 20. Her 
arteries were severed, her pelvis was 
broken, her Intestines and colon were 
damaged. "They gave us little hope," 
Mrs. Kordecki said. "She was In in- 
tensive care for 10 days." 


The frail 90-pound teen-ager under- 


went two major operations — one for 
5li hours, another lasting 24 hours. 


Maria 
Kortlcckl 


Her weight plummcttcd lo 63 pounds 
and she developed phlebitis and diges- 
tive problems. Her nerves also were 
damaged Maria was fed intravenous- 
ly for five weeks. 


Mrs. Kordcckl said her daughter's 


serious condition began to change dra- 
matically Dec. 6. "She was getting 
better each day," Mrs. Kordecki said. 
"After having missed Halloween and 
Thanksgiving, she even told the doc- 
tors she was going home for Christ- 
mas." 


And that she did. Today, Maria can- 


not get around without a walker, but 
her parents give her therapeutic 
treatments three times daily and hope 
she can return to school In February. 
Mrs. Kordcckl said after Christmas 
Maria will be tutored at home "to 
help her along with her studies." 


MAMA'S FATHER. A Mount Pros- 


poet Fire Dept. captain, and Mrs. 
Kordecki arc grateful to everyone In- 
volved In their daughter's recovery — 
Including village paramedics, hospital 
employes, blood donors and friends 
and neighbors who cooked complete 
dinners for the oilier children while 
their parents prayed at Maria's bed- 
side. 


"The kindness and generosity of 


people In times of distress were be- 
yond my expectations and com- 
prehension," Mr. Kordecki said. 


Although he described his daughter 


as shy and no 
1, very outgoing, Kor- 


decki managed lo get Maria to com- 
ment openly on the ordeal. "I'm very, 
very happy to be home." she said.

Declining enrollments and tight dis- 
trict finances led to the board's deci- 
sion, district officials said.

other Dist. 15 schools in September to 
wait for Jefferson to be completed. 


The teachers have been through this 


before too, and their sentiments arc 
the same now as they were last June 
— they'll miss the personal feeling at 
Cardinal Drive, but they're looking 
forward to going to the new, modern 
school. 


"I'll miss the small school," said 


Barbara Hlnneberg, who began teach- 
ing at Cardinal Drive the-year after it 
opened In 1961.

Bell slow 
to devise 
bus plans 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Jimmy 


Carter's choice for attorney general 
was so cautious in enforcing southern 
school desegregation that as late as 
1S71 the Supreme Court prodded him 
into devising effective busing plans to 
fulfill the court's 1954 desegregation 
decision. 


UPI obtained a list of more than 470 


opinions Griffin Bell wrote during his 
15 years on the 5lh U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals. A reading of more than 
100 cases, plus careful study of nearly 
30 desegregation and civil liberties 
cases, show: 


• Bell approved an Atlanta school 


desegregation plan offered in 1963, to 
comply with the Supreme Court's 1954 
decision, which would take an'addi- 
tional 12 years to complete. 


• After the Supreme Court ruled in 


1968 that school desegregation must 
be speeded up, Bell attempted to com- 
ply and ordered busing, rather than 
"freedom of choice" transfers, in Jef- 
ferson County, Ala. But as recently as 
1971, the Supreme Court, in a unani- 
mous opinion by Chief Justice Warren 
E. Burger, said Bell's opinion approv- 
ing a desegregation plan for Mobile 
County, Ala., was inadequate. 


• Early in his career, Bell was re- 


versed twice by the Supreme Court 
for failing to go far enough in striking 
down Georgia election laws which did 
not meet the "one man, one vote" cri- 
teria of the Mill Amendment. 


• He was rev< rscd by the high 


court in 1965 after holding the Georgia 
House could refuse to scat black legis- 
lator Julian Bond because he made 
statements against the Vietnam war. 
The justices ruled unanimously Bond 
had a First Amendment right to 
speak out. 


The study also showed he made a 


major ruling on constitutinal chal- 
lenge favorable to civil rights workers 
and another striking down a loyalty 
oath required of Georgia school teach- 
ers. 


If Bell is confirmed as attorney gen- 


eral, he will be the nation's top law 
enforcement officer. A major task will 
be to seek enforcement of civil rights 
and voting rights acts. The NAACP 
has condemned Bell's nomination on 
grounds he was lax in ordering full 
school desegregation. 


The decisions examined were those 


in when Bell wrote the majority opin- 
ion for a three-judge appeals court 
panel or a three-judge district court 
when the constitutionality of state 
laws was at stake. The opinions do not 
include cases, probably numbering in 
the hundreds, in which Bell was a 
panel member but did not write the 
decision.

Bell slow to push busing: study 


WASHINGTON (UPH 
-Jimmy 


Carter's choice for attorney general 
was so cautious In enforcing southern 
.school desegregation that as late as 
III"I the Supreme Court prodded him 
into devising effective busing plans to 
fulfill the court's 1054 desegregation 
decision. 


UPI obtained a list of more than I'D 


opinions Griffin Bell wrote during his 
15 years on the 5th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals. A reading of more than 
lun cases, plus careful study of nearly 
:io dcscgi cgation and civil liberties 
cases, show: 


• Bell approved an Atlanta school 


dcsegiegation plan offered in 10«:!, to 
comply with the Supreme Court's 1954 
decision, which would take an addi- 
tional 12 years to complete. 


• After the Supreme Court ruled in 


I'Jtin that school desegregation must 
be speeded up, Bell attempted to com- 
ply and ordered busing, rather than 


"freedom of choice" transfers, in Jef- 
ferson County, Ala. But as recently as 
l'J7l, the Supreme Court, in a unani- 
mous opinion by Chief Justice Warren 
K. Burger, said Bell's opinion approv- 
ing a desegregation plan for Mobile 
County, Ala., was inadequate. 


• Early in his career. Bell was re- 


versed twice by the Supreme Court 
for failing to go far enough in striking 
down Georgia election laws which did 
not meet the "one man, one vote" cri- 
teria of the Mill Amendment. 


• He was reversed by the high 


court in IMS after holding the Georgia 
House could refuse to scat black legis- 
lator Julian Bond because he made 
statements against the Vietnam war. 
The justices ruled unanimously Bond 
had a First Amendment right lo 
speak out. 


The study also showed he made a 


major ruling on constitutinal chal- 
lenge favorable to civil rights vvoikcrs 


and another striking down a loyalty 
oath required of Georgia school teach- 
ers. 


If Bell is confirmed as attorney gen- 


eral, he will be the nation's top law 
enforcement officer. A major task will 
lie to seek enforcement of civil rights 
and voting rights acts. The NAACP 
has condemned Bell's nomination on 
grounds he was lax in ordering full 
school desegregation. 


The decisions examined were those 


in vvhcli Bell wrote the majority opin- 
ion for a three-judge appeals court 
panel or a three-judge district court 
when (he constitutionality of state 
laws wa« at stake. The opinions do not 
include cases, probably numbering in 
the hundreds, in which Bell was a 
panel member but did not write the 
decision.

much for which to be thankful.

Mount Prospect, proves 
thai. 


MANIA WAS THE victim of a car 


accident In (he village Oct. 20. Her 
arteries were severed, her pelvis was 
broken, her Intestines and colon were 
damaged. "They gave us little hope," 
Mrs. Kordeckl said. "She was in in- 
tensive care for 10 days." 


The frail 90-pound teen-ager under- 


went two major operations — one for 
5'j hours, another lasting 2li hours. 


Her weight plummetted to 63 pounds 
and she developed phlebitis and diges- 
tive problems. Her nerves also were 
damaged Maria was fed Intravenous- 
ly for five weeks. 
; 


Mrs. Kordecki said her daughter's 


serious condition began to change dra- 
matically Dec. 6. "She was getting 
better each day," Mrs. Kordecki said. 
"After having missed Halloween and 
Thanksgiving, she even told the doc- 
tors she was going home for Christ- 
mas." 


And that she did. Today, Maria can- 


not get around without a walker, but 
her parents give her therapeutic 
treatments three times daily and hope 
she can return to school in February. 
Mrs. Kordccki said after Christmas 
Maria will be tutored At home "to 
help her along with her studies." 


MARIA'S FATHER. A Mount Pros- 


pect Fire Dept^' captain, and Mrs. 
Kordecki are grateful to everyone in- 
volved in their daughter's recox-ery — 
Including village paramedics, hospital 
employes, blood donors and friends 
and neighbors who cooked complete 
dinners for the other children while 
their parents prayed at Maria's bed- 
side. 


"The kindness and generosity of 


people in times of distress were be- 
yond my expectations and com- 
prehension," Mr. Kordecki said. 


Although he described his daughter 


as shy and not very outgoing, Kor- 
decki managed to get Maria to com- 
ment openly on the ordeal. "I'm very, 
very happy to be home," she said. •
